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Use of the words “under God” in the 
pledge of allegiance to the American 
flag has been challenged in the New 
York State Supreme Court as an un- 
constitutional “imposition on all chil- 
dren of non-believers.” The challenge 
was made by the president of the Free- 
thinkers of America. 


Natives killed tweive persons and 
burned down a village in an attack on 
unidentified mission stations and vil- 
lages in Dutch New Guinea recently, 
according to reports reaching Sydney, 
Australia. The wife of a U.S. mission- 
ry said Kapauku natives, armed with 
bows and arrows, slaughtered an Indo- 
nesian schoolteacher and his wife and 
two children at Obano. Then they 
killed a policeman guarding the mis- 
sion aircraft, chopped the plane to 
pieces and burned down Obano village 
and the mission school. 


In Canada, a Montreal Superior 
Court judge ruled that a witness who 
does not believe in heaven and hell 
cannot testify legally. This decision 
was made when a woman who wished 
to institute a damage action was ques- 
tioned about her religion. She said she 
belonged to The Mission of the Holy 
Ghost, a sect which does not accept the 
belief of reward or punishment after 
death. The judge then said she could 
not testify because she could not be 
sworn; and she could not be sworn be- 
cause, according to Quebec laws, “to be 
sworn, one must affirm not only a belief 
in God, but also in reward and pun- 
ishment after death.” 





Missionary Deadline 











Concern is being expressed that pos- 
sibly many missionaries who might 
wish to qualify for Social Security will 
unwittingly forfeit all rights to partici- 
pate by not filing their election of cov- 
erage before mid-April as required in 
the case of missionaries who have been 
in service for two years or more. 

According to law, missionaries who 
were active on or before January 1, 
1955, have until April 15, 1957 to file an 
election of coverage (Form 2031) with 
the Bureau of Internal Revenue. This 
is a necessary step to participating in 
Social Security as self-employed indi- 
viduals. Missionaries not already in- 
formed are urged to discuss the matter 
at once with their mission boards. 
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Census Bureau Still Undecided on Religious Query 

No decision has yet been made by the U.S. Census 
asking religious questions in the forthcoming 1960 general census. 
According to a department spokesman the matter is still under study. 
A recent survey in four Wisconsin counties (N/R, Jan. 1957) was only 
a “trial run.” 

Although the Census Bureau is reluctant to discuss the results of 
the Wisconsin test it is known that officials now believe that there will 
be little opposition to including a religious preference question in 
the 1960 decennial census. (Item: Only three persons out of a total 
of 431 householders interviewed flatly refused to answer the question 
“What is your religion?” ) 

Bible ‘Use and Understanding’ Group Set Up in Southern States 
Twelve southern states have organized a Southern Committee on the 
Use and Understanding of the Bible. Meeting at Wesley Memorial 
Methodist Church at Atlanta, Ga., last November, representatives of 
five denominations and various church organizations set up a com- 
mittee “to strengthen and increase Bible programs” in state and 
local councils of churches, the United Church Women, denomina- 
tional and interdenominational Bible committees and ministerial as- 
sociations. 

Chairman of the new committee is William Belk, a 
Orlando, Fla. The new group is working on plans to promote Bible 
studies in town and country churches, urban churches and denom- 
inational programs. The group will also plan community distribution 
of Scriptures, Bible center community projects, a Bible hymn festival 
and a Bible workshop. 

At the Atlanta meeting were executives from eight state councils 
of churches and the United Church Women, the American Bible So- 
ciety, the National Council of Churches and Congregational Christian, 
Disciples, Episcopal, Methodist and Presbyterian denominations. 
States represented: Alabama, Arkansas, Florida, Georgia, Kentucky, 
Louisiana, Mississippi, North Carolina, South Carolina, Tennessee, 
Virginia and West Virginia.

Evangelicals Co-operating in Government Service Seminar 
Evangelical educators are co-operating in a seminar designed to pro- 
mote interest in government service. Dr. Clyde W. Taylor who an- 
nounced the program last November later reported that most of the 
executives of some seventy Christian colleges, institutes and seminaries 
that train the leadership of much of thé. evangelical Protestant con- 
stituency in America had agreed to attend a three-day seminar in the 
nation’s capital February 6-8. 

The program is designed to bring leaders of the principal sections 
of government before these educators and student counselors to present 
the needs, opportunities and necessary preparation for young men 
and women who wish to dedfcate themselves to serve the nation through 
government service. 

Meanwhile, a detailed report of the contacts the National Council

e FRANK DROWN of the Gospel Missionary Union, re- 
ports that members of the Atshuaras tribe in Ecuador who 
had once threatened his life, are now friendly and receptive 
to his ministry. He speaks to them in a dialect he previously 
used with another tribe and with gospel recordings. An 
Atshuara chief on one occasion repeated several Scrip- 
ture verses as they were read to him by a young native 
Christian. The chief has shown interest in spiritual things, 
according to Drown, and there are evidences of genuine 
conviction. Drown is affiliated with the Missionary Aviation 
Fellowship. 


@ SAMI KANANI was born in Iraq fourteen years ago and 
there has not been too much happiness in his life since 
then. His mother died the day he was born and his father, 
Karin, took care of him for the first eight years of his life. 
Then, when his father went to London, he was put in a 
Jesuit school in England. Sami remained there when his 
father came to the U.S. and set up an export-import firm 
six years ago. The father, who had become a Christian 
while in Iraq, was able to send for Sami to join him in the 
U.S. Recently Sami arrived at Idlewild Airport, New York, 
and was met by his father in a happy reunion, ending a six- 
year separation. Sami is now a student at Stony Brook 
School for Boys. (Item: His desire is to become a “Christian 
doctor and live in America forever.”’) 


@ EUGENE A. NIDA, associate secretary of the American 
Bible Society in charge of translations, reports that ABS 
has plans for extensive expansion during the next twenty- 
five years. Dr. Nida believes that within the next quarter- 
century ABS will “likely” make 110 revisions of whole Bibles, 
150 translations of Old Testaments, 200 translations of New 
Testaments and 225 translations of Gospels into new lan- 
guages. The expansion program is required because of an 
unprecedented increase in world literacy and a growing 
nationalism which now makes Bibles in so-called “trade 





or colonial” languages unacceptable to most literates. 


@ PAUL ROBERTS, chief physician at Rimmer Memorial 
Hospital, Quito, Ecuador, furloughing in Canada, reports 
that “during the first six months of operation more than 
500 patients have been cared for. Almost none of these pa- 
tients entered as Christians, but all have come under the 
sound of the gospel, some entering into a real Christian 
experience. 


e CHARLES J. WOODBRIDGE has resigned as Professor 
of Church History at Fuller Theological Seminary, Pasa- 
dena, and has entered into an independent Bible teaching 
ministry with headquarters in Altadena, Calif. (Item: Be- 
fore commencing his new ministry, Dr. Woodbridge will 
lecture for three weeks at the European Bible Institute, 
Paris, next month. He will later study at Gottengen Univer- 
sity, Germany, before returning to the U.S. early this 
summer.) 


e DR. BOB PIERCE, president of World Vision, gave this 
brief eyewitness account of refugees crossing the borders of 
strife-wracked Hungary. “Thirty-six hundred people had 
waded through a lake and had traveled sixty miles by foot 
and come to the border where I met them. They are suffer- 
ing from frost bite, extreme cold and barbed-wire wounds. 
Some have their feet bound in rags. One young fellow just 
escaped said, ‘We fought the Russians with only a handful 
of mud. We put it in the exhaust pipes of the tanks... .I 
want a chance to be free.’” 


@ CARLETON NULL has been named director of a new 
department of Western Baptist Bible College, El Cerrito, 
Calif. The College Press will operate a printing plant and 
a short wave radio station from the school campus. Mr. 
Null is also continuing his world-wide gospel tract ministry 
with new headquarters on the Western College campus. 











difficult to classify them,” was given to the council’s general 
board in its meeting at Los Angeles last December 4 by Dr. 
Roswell P. Barnes of New York, associate general secretary. 
It was the first report of its kind since the Council was formed 
six years ago. 


Integration Views of Tennessee Baptists Surveyed 

Only 39 per cent of the Baptist ministers in Tennessee favor 
racial integration in the public schools, according to a survey 
made public by the Baptist Press. The survey of 1,005 Baptist 
ministers in the state was made by Herbert J. Miles, Professor 
of Sociology at Carson-Newman College, Jefferson City, Tenn. 
It also showed disagreement among the pastors on capital 
punishment and on the performing of weddings where one 
party has been divorced. 

Among the pastors twenty-nine years of age and less, Mr. 
Miles said, 61 per cent favor integrating the public schools, 
compared with 16 per cent of the pastors who are between 
fifty and fifty-nine. Of pastors with an eighth-grade educa- 
tion or less, only 9 per cent approve of integrating the public 
schools, as compared with 79 per cent among pastors with 
Bachelor of Divinity degrees. 

However, Dr. Richard M. Owen, editor of the Baptist and 
Reflector, publication of the Tennessee Baptist Convention, 
expressed a belief that opinion among the Baptist ministers 
in the state might have shifted since a Baptist preacher was 
attacked during racial disturbances at Clinton, Tenn. 


Suez Attack Laid to ‘Christian Nation’ by Arabs 
Christians in the Middle East are distressed by the tendency 
of Moslems to blame the recent military attack on Suez to a 
“Christian nation.” This report came from Harold Fisher, 
Church Broadcasting Associates correspondent in Beirut, 
Lebanon. 

“There is a tendency in the minds of the educated,” reports 
Fisher, “to attribute the sudden attack to a so-called Christian 
nation. This is an accusation,” he says, “which certainly has

not helped the Christian cause in predominantly Moslem 
countries. 

“The outbreak of hostilities virtually halted all missionary 
work in the Arab countries. But now that tensions have 
relaxed somewhat non-Arab church leaders and missionaries 
are going back to their jobs. When the Egyptian army 
evacuated the Gaza Strip area, Southern Baptist workers 
were asked to take over the Egyptian government hospital. 
The missionary hospital was already understaffed, and taking 
over the government hospital forced them to divide their re- 
sources even further.” 

Fisher said that nothing has been heard in Beirut concern- 
ing the continuance of Christian work in Egypt. 

“One thing,” Fisher reports, “had been made clear to 
Christian workers by the events of the past weeks. Many of 
those who were forced to evacuate their work have gained 
a new grasp of the vital necessity to train adequate national 
leadership to carry on the work of the church in Arab lands. 
This—regardless of what the future may bring to non-Arab 
Christian projects in the Middle East.” 


Indian Church Seeks More Self Control, Less Help 
Big changes have been made by the National Christian Coun- 
cil of India—most of them with an eye toward more self- 
control and less outside help. The India council, which meets 
once every three years, decided that from now on, only home- 
operated and controlled churches and church groups will be 
allowed full membership in the council. This means that 
foreign missionary bodies and missionary groups without local 
connections within India can have only partial membership 
in the national church organization. 

The council decided, too, that all financial help is to be 
made through the council’s member churches and that out- 
side money should be gradually reduced. “Excessive depend- 
ence on American financial aid,” the council’s secretariat 
reported, “besides discouragirig self-support, damaged the 
reputation and prestige of the council in the eyes of the 
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government and the public, especially when no other religious 
organization in the country was so much dependent upon 
foreign help.” 

The council also recommended that the Christian com- 
munity not organize itself as a political party. It said it would 
be better to concentrate on educating its members in political 
matters and directing their activities in secular parties. 


Indians Defend Work of Missionaries 

Christian missions in India have been publicly defended 
recently by widely known nationals. Nine prominent Indian 
leaders in a joint statement issued last November 28 praised 
the work of Christian missionaries and repudiated allegations 
made against Christian institutions by some state govern- 
ments. 

The signatories to the joint statement include Jadunath 
Sarkar, former vice chancellor of Calcutta University; B. V. 
Narayan Reddy, general manager of the Bank of Mysore; 
Dr. P. Sybbarayan, former chief minister of Madras and now 
a member of Parliament; and Teja Singh, retired chief justice 
o! the Punjab high court. 

The statement said it was painful to see a tendency to 
indulge in indiscriminate and extravagant attacks against 
missionaries and their activities. It asserted that the signa- 
tories had not found any instance of missionaries trying to 
“undermine patriotic and national loyalties” as had been 
alleged in some Official reports. 

Meanwhile charges of exploitation by missionaries of poor 
and backward peoples in India, made in the recently published 
Niyogi report [see N/R, Dec. 1956], were emphatically refuted 
by the governor of Bombay, Dr. Harekrushna Mahtab. The 
governor asserted that the Christian missionaries had made a 
considerable contribution towards the progress of India. 

He said it was wrong to conclude that missionaries were 
exploiting the uneducated masses, and emphasized that “in 
India we should not think of closing our doors to anyone. If 
we think in terms of exclusiveness, we shall not make any 
progress.” 

The work of missionaries has also been defended by Dr. 
John Matthai, former finance minister in the central govern- 
ment of India. He issued a statement recently on the asper- 
sions contained in the Niyogi report calling its attack “unfair 
and ill-founded.” He considered it a political mistake, as 
well as likely to damage India’s prestige abroad. 

His statement declared: “No class of foreigners working in 
India during the past one hundred years, by and large, has 
served the country with greater zeal and interest than the 
missionaries. In the field of education, medical relief, and 
social service generally, they have achieved a record which 
deserves greater recognition than has been so far accorded.” 


Civil Marriage Right Won by Spanish Protestants 
Evangelicals have noted with interest a decree issued by 
Spain’s General Franco last November 13. Stating that “cer- 
tain adjustments of present orders have to be made within 
the framework of the Concordat with the Vatican, in relation 
to the civil marriage of persons who do not profess the 
Catholic religion,” the decree specifies that civil marriage 
will now be authorized for those who can prove that they do 
not profess the Catholic religion. 

This reversal of policy was largely the result of repeated 
approaches made to the government by the Evangelical 
Alliance of Spain, and it is hoped that the application of the 
new decree will alleviate a very serious problem in evangelical 
Spanish life. 





During most of the Franco regime it has been practically 
impossible for evangelicals to marry. The government has 
permitted civil marriage only to persons who have never been 
baptized in the Roman Catholic church. Among the majority 
of engaged couples at least one party is a convert from 
Catholicism. Because of that person’s baptism in the Catholic 
church, the individual is not permitted to contract marriage 
outside the church, and thus an acute problem arose in the 
evangelical community. 

Now, according to the new decree, anyone who can submit 
“documents” proving he does not now “profess the Catholic 
religion” is eligible to be married by a judge instead of a priest. 


Committee Administers Judson Baptist College 

Judson Baptist College, recently organized Conservative 
Baptist junior college in Portland, Ore., is presently being 
directed by its board of trustees through an administrative 
committee, according to word received by Moopy MONTHLY 
from Robert A. Wilkin, registrar. 

Earlier (Facts and Faces, N/R for December) Moopy 
MONTHLY reported that the college was headed by Dr. William 
F. Kerr. Dr. Kerr is pastor of the Hinson Baptist Church on 
whose property the school is located, but has no administrative 
connection with the college.

The new Wheaton, Ill., home of Scripture Press, publishers 
of Sunday school and vacation Bible school materials, is in 
use following dedication ceremonies and open house held 
shortly before the first of the year. The organization was for- 
merly located in downtown Chicago. 

Set in the middle of a ten-acre “campus,” the new single- 
story building follows modern lines and covers approximately 
two acres. Modern features in planning and design are incor- 
porated throughout. 

At dedication ceremonies Victor E. Corey, founder and 
president, graphically traced the rapid growth of Scripture 
Press from its beginning on the dining room table of their 
home nearly twenty-four years ago to the present huge 
foundation which today sends out many millions of copies of 
gospel literature to all six continents of the globe. Some of 
its materials are being printed in several languages. 








Roundup of Significant News Briefs 








HELP FOR REFUGEES: Japan Church World Service has 
launched a new program of assisting Chinese refugees from 
the mainland to emigrate to the United States. Heretofore 
assistance of this nature has been mainly concerned with 
stateless White Russians, Greeks and Turks. Approximately 
400 such persons have been helped. 

BAN ON SERMONS: The Lebanese government has banned 
religious sermons over the state broadcasting station. The 
ban followed a Moslem radio sermon which criticized the 
Lebanese government for its attitude toward the British- 
French attack on Egypt. 

MERGER IN INDIA: The Board of Foreign Missions of the 
Presbyterian Church in the U.S.A. has voted to dissolve its 
three missions in India in order that their work may be merged 
with the United Church of Northern India. American per- 
sonnel will continue to serve as “fraternal workers” with the 
Indian church. The board took similar action on the West 
African mission for the same reason.

Whose Face Is Red? 

It would have taken real bravery to have spoken out 
against Russian atrocities in Hungary, more bravery than 
they evidently had. 

Who? The prelates from behind the Iron Curtain that 
the National Council of Churches insisted on bringing 
to the ecumenical conclave in Evanston in 1954. 

Who? The Russian Baptist ministers who visited our 
shores not long ago. But it was evidently too much to 
expect. 

But to make matters worse, Metropolitan Nicholai, 
foreign secretary of the Russian Orthodox Church, tak- 
ing the lead from his atheistic comrades, had the audacity 
to talk about “aggression” in the Middle East! 

Even Dr. Eugene Carson Blake, president of the Na- 
tional Council of Churches—strong advocate for the 
church leaders behind the Iron Curtain—seems disillu- 
sioned. According to the news reports, he is doubtful that 
the church in Russia can survive. 

The lesson—which Bible-believing Christians should 
never forget, however attractive the offers of appeasement 

-is clear: The church cannot compromise in its battle 
against the enemies of God unless it wants the tragic 
word “Ichabod” written over its portals. 


Awaket 
The November issue of Intelligence Digest carried the 
following in bold type; 

In this observer’s opinion, the Arabs will even- 
tually strike on a big scale. The Russians will sup- 
port them, and the western powers will have to 
intervene. The entire future of the world will be 
decided over this issue in the Middle East within the 
foreseeable future. 


We frankly confess that we do not know what is just 
ahead for the world. We do know that Bible prophecy 
speaks of the King of the North, of the King of the South, 
of the Prince of Rosh, of the time of Jacob’s trouble, of 
Armageddon. We are not so blind that we do not see all 
the potential ingredients of what the Bible says will occur 
in the last days. 

Without setting dates, without becoming hysterical, we 
say to ourselves: “The night is far spent, and the day is 
at hand.” God help us to keep short accounts with Him. 


Mixed Marriages 

For the obedient child of God, nothing takes the place 
of the unequivocal commands of the Lord; he needs no 
more. That the Word of God says, “Be not unequally 
yoked with unbelievers” (II Cor. 6:14), is all that is 
necessary. Most clearly, one area of application of this 
injunction is in the realm of matrimony. 

It cannot be called too often to the attention of our 
young people that this word applies in each generation— 
including theirs. That this word needs re-emphasis is 
disclosed by Roman Catholic figures. The official Catholic 
directory reports that, in 1955, of 324,907 marriages per- 
formed by their priests, no less than 84,720 involved a 
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non-Catholic partner. Thus more than one-quarter of the 
ceremonies reported by the Roman Catholic clergy in- 
volved partners of different faiths. This says nothing 
of the great number of mixed marriages performed by 
Protestant ministers, justices of the peace and judges. 

This is the situation from the Roman Catholic point of 
view. The other side of the coin is not hard to describe 
It shows an equal number of homes where real or even 
nominal Protestant faith is confronted by differing con- 
victions and loyalties. 

It is a matter of notice that the possible dire results— 
and this merely underlines the tragedy of disobedience to 
the Word of God—are being given publicity even in the 
secular press. Such marriages are more likely to end in 
divorce by a ratio of 3 to 1. There is a strong possibility 
that both partners and their children will drift away from 
even token worship in any church. 

Does any more need to be said? Pastors, parents, Sun- 
day school teachers, youth workers, let us warn our 
young people! 


The Present Crisis 

The December 8, 1956, issue of The Saturday Review 
carried an excellent editorial written by General Carlos 
P. Romulo, Ambassador of the Republic of the Philip- 
pines to the United States, formerly president of the 
General Assembly of the United Nations. 

In his development of the need for action on the 
present world crisis the general writes: 

Let me repeat: the world is a year or so away from 

a point of no return. Within that period we must an- 
swer the question Harrison Brown, atomic scientist, 
asked in the early days of the far-off atomic age: 
“Must destruction be our destiny?” In a year or so 
we must have in operation a system of enforceable 
control over all devices for depopulation. If we do 
not, we shall soon enter an era of sleepless waiting 
for mounting “mutual terror” to explode into mutual 
annihilation. 

The general realistically faces the issue: Control of 
“terror weapons” must be found within a year, or within 
two or three years at the very most. He admits that up 
until now the United Nations has experienced a “decade 
of frustrated hopes” so far as world security is concerned. 

What is the solution? The best this leader is able to 
suggest is that the full General Assembly of the United 
Nations should examine “all the implications of the In- 
tercontinental Ballistic Missile in the context cf develop- 
ing world tensions, and so consider what will control war 
itself.” Beyond such study the assembly must find the 
answer to a number of “big questions,” including the 
review of the Charter of the United Nations. Such a 
revision must be calculated to insure the agreement of 
an overwhelming majority of the peoples of the world 
on the prevention of aggression, the punishment of con- 
spiracy, and the safeguarding of human existence. One 
sentence sums up the whole matter: “The agenda is 
survival.” 

The expediting of such a program when adopted needs 
certain practical actions. The general stresses the need 
for the sharing of arms information: first probably by 
bilateral agreements and’ afterward by the United Na- 
tions. Mutual inspection agreements, a UN aerial recon- 
naissance force, UN participation in the earth-satellite 
programs, and world reports by the UN, are all part of 
this suggested course of action. 

We are not against such studies. We do not oppose 
General Romulo’s proposals. We are for any program that 
seeks the peace of men on an honorable basis. We pray 
that such measure of success as is possible may attend 
such efforts. But is even survival a strong enough in- 
centive to cause men to lay down the implements of war? 
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Further, how can a God-fearing man ever fully trust the 
word of a God-denying Communist? Yet again, when 
will our leaders understand that it is not weapons, but 
human hearts that must be controlled? 

How good it is that the millennium does not depend 
on human efforts, well meaning and benevolent though 
some of them may be. The much-discounted evangelical 
believer still has the only answer: (1) the regeneration 
and sanctification of the individual through faith in the 
Son of God who died and rose again; (2) the coming 
again of the Great God and our Saviour, Jesus Christ. 


When Remedies Go Begging 

Two leading drug companies in the United States re- 
cently announced that they had stopped manufacture of 
the Salk vaccine for polio. The reason they gave was that 
a tremendous stock of the material, enough for millions 
of doses, was already lying in storage unused. One repre- 
sentative said that, unbelievable though it was, people 
seemed more willing to take a chance on the disease than 
follow through a simple request for immunization. 

One can only speculate as to why this is. A person 
might say, for instance, “It’ll never happen to me.” Or, 
“They’ve got the disease pretty well under control, any- 
way.” Or, “I’ll get around to it sometime.” Then again, 
he may be so preoccupied with work and play and the 
affairs of everyday living that he doesn’t even think about 
it. 

It is perfectly obvious, however, that the way an un- 
immunized person feels about it in no way lessens his 
danger. Nor does it minimize the worth of the vaccine. 
The only one who can possibly suffer is the person him- 
self—unless it be those whom he in turn infects with the 
virus. 

In reading of this incredible indifference on the part of 
the American people, we can not help comparing the 
situation with another, in which a far more deadly dis- 
ease—sin—is either neglected or ignored, and the remedy 
—the gospel of our salvation—often goes begging. 

Christ left no doubt as to man’s moral and spiritual 
condition. Nor was His any such watered down version 
as we find all too often in the “popular” religious books 
of the day. “If ye then,” He said, “being evil .. .”” Nor did 
He present any magic formula by which man could find 
his own way out of his spiritual dilemma. Christ simply 
pointed to Himself, declaring categorically, “No man 
cometh unto the Father but by me.” 





In the face of such teaching by our Lord, what do we 
hear these days? 

“Sin? I don’t believe in it.” 

“Look, you’ve got the wrong man. I’m okay.” 

“This disease you speak of—we’re gradually getting that 
under control.” 

“Oh yes. I’ve been meaning to take care of that little

thing. When I have a little more time. . 

As in the days of Noah, men are so occupied with work 
and play and the affairs of daily living that their spiritual 
welfare is thrust aside. 

Yet there is no sterner fact in all the world than sin and 
its “wages,” and the way a man feels about it does not 
change the situation or lessen his danger. “It is appointed 
unto men once to die, and after this the judgment.” Nor 
does it lessen the infinite worth of the provision God has 
made. 

What unutterable folly to continue in sin when grace is 
abounding! The Lord of heaven and earth is still saying, 
“T am come that ye might have life, and that ye might 
have it more abundantly.” 


Righteousness or Lucre? 


Newsweek’s evaluation (Dec. 10, 1956) of a current mo- 
tion picture is captioned, “Return of Bergman.” The re- 
view begins: “The long hullabaloo over Ingrid Bergman’s 
divorce and marriage to Roberto Rossellini having sub- 
sided .. .” 

It seems to us it was not her divorce and marriage that 
was at point; we understand that divorce and remarriage 
is a characteristic of Hollywood. Was there not something 
about a flagrant disregard for the seventh command- 
ment? It seems to us that it was such a consideration that 
touched the public conscience. Now, seven years later, 
the public evidently has forgotten or doesn’t care. 

We are not for persecuting a repentant soul. Every 
Christian can and should thank God for the precious 
blood of Christ which blots out our transgressions. But 
has there been repentance? 

Are Americans really ready to take another step 
downward on the moral ladder? Do we care so little about 
the kind of examples we provide our children? 

Hollywood has once again deliberately flouted the 
moral standards which were part and parcel of American 
life. In their opposition to Hollywood, old-fashioned 
Christians are vindicated again.

In reaching prospects for the Lord—especially the children—Moody was tireless. 


D. 1. MOODY, Ambassador Extraordinary 


T was Saturday, November 20, 1875. 

Philadelphia was abuzz. Dwight 

Moody and Ira Sankey, fresh from 

spiritual conquests in the Brooklyn 
Rink, stepped from the train at 9:30 
4M. Eagerly they noted the extensive 
preparations for this, their second on- 
slaught on a major American city since 
their heralded return from Britain in 
July. 

Public acceptance of the team, Moody 
and Sankey, was snowballing, and the 
Philadelphia press was not caught off- 
guard. The five secular dailies vied 
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for the play-by-play accounts of the 
revival meetings that promised to be 
a healthy shot in the arm if not a cold 
pitcher of water on a drowsy city of 
brotherly love. 

The Press got the jump on the others 
with an appraisal of the team’s work 
in Brooklyn. There, Henry Ward Beecher 
was busy with his parishoners at Ply- 
mouth Church, goading them on to fur- 
ther revival efforts. . 

Some religious papers, The Press noted, 
such as the Unitarian Boston Christian 
Register and The Liberal Christian, 


sniped at Moody and Sankey, and re- 
fused to jump on the bandwagon, while 
The Jewish Messenger leveled a broad- 
side against “the ill-educated man, 
whose command of the language is 
limited, whose elocution is faulty, whose 
knowledge of theology and the Bible 
is superficial” and his partner, “a mere 
ballad singer, with many equals and 
superiors on stage, in concert room, and 
in the church.” 

Others, however, like The Methodist, 
The Presbyterian, and The National 
Baptist, while noting the businessman 
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Moody “talking and acting like a mer- 
chant with 500 pounds of beef which he 
is determined to sell quick for cash,” 
tossed bouquets instead of brickbats. 


+ HAPPILY scanning the newspapers, 
streetcar posters, and welcoming com- 
mittee, Moody and Sankey lost no time 
in checking the meeting place at Thir- 
teenth and Market. There the last spit 
and polish had rapidly transformed 
John Wanamaker’s abandoned freight 
depot into a vast auditorium seating 
over 10,000. Everything had been seen to, 
from a reserved section for the press 
to two-foot high Scripture texts along 
the side walls. Lieutenants clustered 
about Moody with reports. 

A swelling tide of prayer had carried 
the eight week campaign repeatedly to 
the throne of grace. An army of 200 
ushers had been trained to a “t”: the 
tap of a bell by the head usher. 

That night a combined choir of 500 
voices was to have dress rehearsal under 
William G. Fischer, piano retailer. A 
corps of 300 personal workers had re- 
ceived detailed instructions from four 
local pastors of different denominations 
for efficient and courteous work in the 
inquiry rooms. Moody seemed satisfied 
that everything was ready for the big 
opening day. 

Sunday dawned raw and wet. Yet the 
driving rain failed to dampen the con- 
tagious enthusiasm that swept the rivers 
of people into the maw of the huge 
freight depot. Bulging streetcars ad- 
vertised direct routes to the “Moody 
and Sankey Meetings.” 

“It’s an ill wind that blows no one 
good,” remarked one of the conductors 
on the thirteenth and fifteenth Streets 
Passenger Railway Line. “Here’s this 
Moody and Sankey business comes right 
along with bad weather, and we're carry- 
ing more passengers than ever!” 

“Do you think that Moody and Sankey 
will do any good? Don’t you think the 
whole thing is a big sensation?” The 
questioner is a passenger on the rear 
platform, and the question is addressed 
to a middle-aged fellow-passenger. 

“Directly, I don’t look upon the cele- 
brated Revivalists as of any account in 
the way of making converts. There may 
be a few, more susceptible than the rest 
of the world of sinners, who may be 
publicly converted, but they will be the 
exception rather than the rule. The 
whole thing, of course, partakes highly 
of the sensational, but you must remem- 
ber that the American people like sen- 
sation. Moody and Sankey, unheralded, 


would not have drawn a_corporal’s 
guard.” 
So it was; everywhere you went in 


Philadelphia, people were talking about 
the Revivalists. Whether pro or con, it 
was obvious the people were not in- 
different. Piercing the hum of excitement 
and the steady deluge of rain were the 
raucous cries of enterprising venders, 
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“Hymn Books! Hymn Books! Gen-u-ine 
Moody-Sankey Hymn Books. Last chance 
...gen-u-ine article ... only a few more 


left!” Punctuating all was the stac- 
cato of newsboys, “Yer ’s yer mornin 
papers—‘Ledgy!’ ‘Record!’ ‘Press!’ 


“Times! ‘Quiry!’” 

+ TWENTY-THREE years, 8,000 sermons, 
and 50,000 newspaper articles later a 
small granite marker was placed on 
Round Top, mute monument to Moocy, 
ambassador extraordinary. Sixty-one 
years later a question explicitly asked in 
Carnegie Hall was tacitly repeated in 
3,300 other Moody Day meetings around 
the world: “Isn’t it strange that a min- 
ister dead for sO many years could at- 
tract such a large crowd?” 

That Moody was a minister was 
erroneous; he had never sought ordina- 
tion. That Moody was dead was am- 
biguous; he was very much alive in an- 
other Land. That Moody still attracted 
large crowds was certain, although to 
many it seemed strange indeed. But 
then, as now, a closer examination of 
Moody’s ministry and its long-range 
impact reveals not a natural but a su- 
pernatural power. 

Indeed, Moody was an ambassador 
He was a chosen emissary of God to 
man. A man of many talents, he was a 
man of one Book. A preacher of 10,000 
sermons, he preached but one gospel 
A man of many accomplishments; he 
majored in but one, reconciling men to 
God. Every other accomplishment, every 
ounce of energy, every enlisted lieuten- 
ant, everything, in short, with which 
Moody came into contact was bent to 
fulfilling the epitaph inscribed on 
Round Top, “He that doeth the will 
of God abideth forever.” And that will, 
Moody concluded, centered on _ recon- 
ciling as many men to God as the Holy 
Spirit would permit one man embarked 
on complete consecration. 

Two-legged “monuments,” running 
about the world shouting the Good News 
that Jesus saves—the only kind of monu- 
ments Moody wanted—accumulated to 
his account until, according to one ob- 
server, hell had been depopulated by 1.- 
000,000 souls. That all one million ran and 
shouted till they like Moody dropped 
from sheer exhaustion is unthinkable. 
That the one million ever started shout- 
ing is highly improbable. But that a 
great host of the soundly converted re- 
mained true to their Lord through the 
ensuing years is born out by the evi- 
dence. 


+ Take, for example, the case of the 
elusive Sunday school prospect. One 
day, striding the streets of 1860 Chica- 
go, Moody.stopped a little girl to enlist 
her with the thousand others, mostly 
street urchins, who made up his North 
Market School. The youngster, not wish- 
ing Moody to see her home, left Moody 
on the street corner with the promise she 
would return after running an errand. 
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He waited—and waited; finally realized 


the ruse to be rid of him, and resolved to 


be on the lookout for her. 

Some time later he was rewarded—only 
the recognition was mutual. Off she ran, 
Moody at her heels. Down the sidewalk, 
through an alley, on to another side- 
walk, into a saloon, out the back, up the 
stairs, through the door, and under a 
bed she sprang, panting—Moody breath- 
ing down her neck. At last he drew her 
from her hiding place, explained his call 
to her mother, and enlisted all her chil- 
dren in his Sunday school. Years later 
in a distant city, Moody met the little 
girl who had led him the merry chase, 
now the wife of an earnest church work- 
er and herself devoted to Christian 
service. 

Or take the case of Valentine Burke, 
notorious St. Louis criminal. One day a 
copy of the Globe-Democrat, carrying 
the verbatim report of Moody’s sermon, 
“How the Jailer at Philippi Was Caught,” 
fell into the hands of Burke in the city 
jail. Enticed by the title, Burke read 
it, and came across the words, “Believe 
on the Lord Jesus Christ, and thou shalt 
be saved,” no less than nine times. Dis- 
gust changed to conviction, and there in 
his cell at midnight he prayed for the 
first time in his life. 

Converted the next day, Burke was a 
changed man. The sheriff, skeptical of 
one who had spent half his forty years 
in jail, nevertheless watched Burke walk 
out of jail a free man, for lack of a case 
against him. Fifteen years later Moody 
revisited St. Louis to find Burke treas- 
urer of the Sheriff’s office. 

Occasionally Moody was able to reach 
the “up-and-outers” as well, like “Lady 
Pendulum,” for instance. In London a 
lady of means, crippled in body and 
skeptical in spirit was carried day after 
day into the meetings. One day she soft- 
ened and had her servant carry her to 
the inquiry-room. There Moody dealt 
with her, but she countered, “But you 
will go back to America, and it will be 
all over.” 

“Oh, no,” protested Moody, “it is going 
to last forever.” 

Nothing Moody could say seemed to 
convince her until he related the fable 
of the pendulum in the clock. The pen- 
dulum figured up the thousands of times 
it would have to tick, and got discour- 
aged, and was going to give up. Then it 
thought, “It is only a tick at a time,” 
and went on. So, Moody drew the analo- 
gy, it is in the Christian life—one step at 
a time. 

Convinced, she was soon converted. 
She couldn’t forget the pendulum, how- 
ever, and “ate” it and “slept” it until 
her servants called her “Lady Pendulum.” 
[wo gifts to Moody in subsequent years 
told of her faithfulness; one a clock, 
yendulum and all, and the other, “This 
‘Ss not your rest,” done in needlework 


. She could use her hands, if not her 
feet to witness. 
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Most of Moody’s permanent converts 
were ordinary folk whose faithfulness, 
while not making headlines in this world, 
did move the pens of heaven’s recording 
angels. Men like Todd B. Hall, Balti- 
more detective ... ordinary people with 
ordinary jobs, brought to a supernatural 
Christ by an extraordinary ambassador. 
And the ambassador never tired of such 
incidents as occurred in Boston in 1897, 
when a convert of his 1875 London cam- 
paign stopped to report. 

“The Spirit of God touched our hearts 
through your words that night,” he 
told Mr. Moody. “We did not stop to 
speak to you, but when we came out of 
the house onto the walk we three shook 
hands and said quietly to one another: 
‘From this night we begin a new life.’ 
One of the three died in Egypt at the 
head of his regiment, an earnest Christ- 
ian soldier. The second is a heroic mis- 
sionary in Africa, and I am the third.” 


+ Some of Moody’s converts did make 
headlines, on earth as well as in heaven. 
While some of England’s notables, like 
the Christian statesman William E. 
Gladstone, rejoiced at Moody’s preach- 
ing, others like essayist and literary critic 
Matthew Arnold lamented their inability 
to believe. Still others, like retired East 
India merchant Edward Studd, believed 
and rejoiced. As a result one son, C. T., 
was converted and became the first of 
the “Cambridge Seven” volunteers for 
China. A second son, J. E. K., was also 
converted and became Sir Kynaston 
Studd, Lord Mayor of London. 

Outdistancing in some respects other 
Moody converts who became foreign mis- 
sionaries, like John K. MacKenzie, medi- 
cal missionary to China, and C. T. Studd, 
was Sir Wilfred Grenfell, medical mis- 
sionary to the Labrador. One day in 
1875, Grenfell, then a young doctor, 
passed the Camberwell mission in Lon- 
don and entered upon noticing the an- 
nouncement of a young men’s meeting to 
be addressed by C. T. Studd and Stanley 
Smith, whose athletic fame was widely 
known. 

Later, impatient with the tedious pray- 
er of a sonorous clergyman, the young 
doctor reached for his hat but was ar- 
rested by a voice. “While our brother is 
finishing his prayer,” Moody was saying 
loud and clear, “we will sing number 











75.” Grenfell with the

verted. Years later he was knighted for 
heroic service in the Labrador.

Moody converts available, they would 
provide, in most cases, an account of 
inspiring faithfulness. Yes, Dwight L. 
Moody was supremely ambassador be- 


tween God and man. 


+ ANOTHER important, yet subtle and 
therefore relatively unknown ministry of 
Moody’s was his help as gospel ambassa- 
dor in reconciling Great Britain and the 
United States, as well as the North and 
the South during the critical recon- 
struction period following the Civil War. 

With Britain importing food and cot- 
ton from the agricultural South, it was 
more natural that they sympathize with 
the South during the Civil War. With 
the war’s end and the North the victor, 
there existed an estrangement between 
our government and Britain that verged 
on open war. It is not an overstatement 
to point out that the Yankee Moody’s 
eight trips to Britain, resulting in the 
enlistment of the Engiish press on his 
behalf, as well as hundreds of thousands 
of converts, friends, and admirers, did 
much to assuage a crisis that might have 
changed the course of history. 

Equally important, perhaps, was the 
reconciling which Moody helped to effect 
between the North and South. For dur- 
ing the reconstruction period Moody 
toured city after city in the South, 
preaching in such cities as St. Louis, 
Houston, New Orleans, Memphis, and 
Augusta. Without question the masses 
that thronged his meetings provided a 
real opportunity for this Massachusetts 
Yankee to cement warm relationships as 
well as secure converts in the South- 
land. 

Dwight L. Moody walked with God, 
and came to know Him as few preachers 
since Paul. Dwight L. Moody also walked 
with men, and came to know them as 
few preachers since Paul. Here then, per- 
haps, in Moody’s “sanctified common 
sense” do we find the secret of a phe- 
nomenal ambassador of the _ gospel, 
reconciling not only men to God, but 
through that, nation to nation.

calism is that there is an excess of 

ideas over acts. We are hindered 

by a multiplicity of words over 
deeds. We tend to substitute religious 
thinking for moral action. 

The Book of Joshua is a corrective to 
this state of inertia on the part of the 
church, and by our reading and meditat- 
ing upon it, it may be that some of the 
spirit of action that fired the man Josh- 
ua may get into us. 

There is very little doctrine in the 
Book of Joshua; it is not a book of 
doctrine at all, per se. And yet, the 
Book of Joshua is a book of doctrine. 
But it is doctrine in uniform. It is doc- 
trine with a sword and a hammer. It 
is doctrine going somewhere and doing 
something. 

In Joshua we see ideas in gear with 
reality. We see spiritual thoughts in 
working clothes, doing something. And 
if the church of the Lord Jesus Christ 
were to rouse itself, rub the sleep out of 
its eyes, put on its working clothes and 
get busy translating its nice religious 
thoughts into fine moral conduct, I be- 
lieve we would have the revival we have 
been praying for. 


() : serious flaw in present evangeli- 
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Now, in Christendom we have a won- 
der-filled museum of theological beliefs. 
Once in a while I comfort my heart by 
kneeling down in my study and just 
meditating upon the things that I be- 
lieve—the things that are truly and in- 
deed mine from the Book of God. Not 
my own ideas, but Biblical ideas which 
I hold. 

The sweet, heavenly thoughts about 
God and religion—how they comfort the 
soul and warm the heart! The record 
God has preserved about the saints— 
what great men of God in high moments 
of their lives did and said—these are the 
sweet heritage of the church. It will be 
a sad day when we forget them or let 
them go into the dustbin of forgotten 
things. But it will be a great day for us 
when these theological beliefs and 
heavenly thoughts wake up and become 
a part of us, so that we begin to make 
practical use of our treasures. 

I have thought of the difference be- 
tween coal lying in the depths of the 
earth and coal as it is in the combus- 
tion chamber, say, of a locomotive. I 
think I got this line somewhere in the 
poetry of another day, “The fury that is 
coal awake.” That doesn’t sound poetic, 
but somewhere it was geared into a 
poetic line, and I remember it. And I 
have thought about coal lying asleep 
there in the heart of the earth. Gen- 
erations come, generations go, and the 
coal lies hidden there. Trees grow up 
and crash down, the grass grows, ani- 
mals stamp over the hills, men till the 
soil, and nobody dreams that amazing, 
astonishing power is lying there just 
a few feet beneath the surface. 

Then one day after uncounted cen- 
turies some men go down in there and 
take that coal out and carry it across 
country. Finally it reaches the tender of 
a great old-fashioned locomotive. It gets 
into the combustion chamber and creates 
steam, the steam gets into the cylinders, 
the cylinders begin to move, and pretty 
soon that coal which had lain dormant 
for centuries is pulling a train of a 
hundred cars, loaded down with mer- 
chandise, from one great city to another. 

There you see the power and fury of 
coal wakened from its long sleep. But 


it must be awakened by fire. It must be 
awakened in the combustion chamber. 
It must be awakened by first being 
blasted out, then pulled loose from its 
ancient bed and thrown into the fire pit 
of the locomotive. Then, and only then, 
it becomes power to pull that great train. 

It is so with our theology. It is so with 
the ideas we hold from the Book of God. 
It is so with the words that we mull over 
as sweet morsels in our mouths. It is so 
with the theological truths and the beau- 
tiful spiritual thoughts that are ours in 
the church of Christ. As long as they 
lie quiescent and are only ideas, they 
are of no value in practical life. But 
when they are thrown into the furnace 
of faith and obedience they catch fire, 
and pretty soon the man who was 
dormant and doing nothing becomes an 
engine to pull and to do and to stir his 
generation. 

Now, the Book of Joshua is a book 
of “coal awake;” it is a book of doc- 
trine on fire; it is a book of activity born 
out of doctrine. Note it says that it 
came to pass “after the death of Moses.” 
That word “after” and the phrase “the 
death of Moses” seem to belong to- 
gether. Joshua had clung to Moses as 
a young man to an older man, and I 
have thought that Joshua had leaned 
on Moses so completely that he felt— 
instinctively felt—that there could be 
no “after” when Moses died. 

But there was an “after.”’ Moses died, 
and there was still an “after.” An hon- 
ored leader had to be displaced, and 
there were a number of reasons for that. 
One was, he was getting pretty old. An- 
other was that God wanted to show 
Israel that it was not the leader but 
God Himself who was in charge. God 
intends an ever-progressing movement 
forward to an end that is not yet in 
sight. He sees the end from the begin- 
ning, and He sees the end as quickly as 
He sees the beginning. You and I see 
only the beginning, and for that reason 
we need to have faith in the God who 
sees the end. 

God is always moving forward to- 
ward a predetermined end. Jesus said, 
“My Father worketh hitherto, and I 
work.” We read also in the New Testa- 
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‘Now after the death 
of Moses... 
the Lord spake 


unto Joshua, saying, 


Now therefore arise, go—” 


—Joshua 1:1-3 


ment of the working of the Holy Ghost. 
So we know that all three Persons in the 
blessed Trinity—Father, Son, and Holy 
Ghost—are working; they are active. 
God is not a great silent sea, buried in 
mist. He is an active worker in His uni- 
verse—at rest but always active; active 
but always at rest. Doing, to Him, burns 
up no energy and creates no effort, for 
God is always God. And He is always 
doing. 

But in this mighty creative activity 
through the years God must displace 
leaders with other leaders. Sometimes 
a Moses must give way to a Joshua. 
Joshua takes over when Moses lays down 
his tools. 

I have already given two reasons for 
the change. There is a third. Sometimes 
God has to displace certain of His lead- 
ers when they lose their fluidity; that is, 
when they cease to be fluid in the hand 
of God, when they cease to be malleable, 
when they get a fixed outlook so that 
what can be is equated with what has 
been. 

Whenever a man’s mind becomes static 
and fixed on what has been, then he 
can no longer work with God. God says, 
“Consider not the things of old; lo, I 
will do a new thing.” And God is always 
wanting to do new things for His church 
—new things for His people always. 
When we become fixed and static and 
cease to be fluid, so that future expecta- 
tion is equated with past accomplish- 
ment, then we have died. 

Can’t you see, my brethren, that if 
God is God what has been is not the 
same as what will be? God will do any- 
thing He has to do or must do to ful- 
fill His purpose. And we must keep our 
minds open. Churches, gospel organiza- 
tions, missionary societies—these often 
stand still for years because they cannot 
think progressively; they cannot think 
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Work and Going Places 


along with God about tomorrow; they 
can only think pensively about yester- 
day. 

When a man thinks of yesterday to 
the neglect of tomorrow he is an old 
man, regardless of how few birthdays 
he has celebrated. And as long as a man 
thinks progressively about the work of 
God for today and tomorrow he is a 
young man, however hoar his locks may 
be or however many birthdays he may 
have piled up on the calendar. 

To stop expecting something better is 
always tragic in the life of any church 
or individual. For the way of God with 
His people is always to outlive one era 
and enter into another and greater era, 
moving forward and entering into an- 
other and greater era; moving forward 
always, never standing still. I have never 
believed much in religious plateaus. I 
know plateaus exist. I know that in 
psychology and in private and personal 
life and also in the Bible there are little 
plateaus—times when we climb a moun- 
tain and arrive happy but worn out. 
Then God will let us have a little plateau, 
a little level place where we can rest 
before we start the next climb. 

But those plateaus—we’re not to pitch 
a tent there, let alone build a house. 
They’re just little resting places on the 
way up. Yet so many of our churches are 
built on the plateau of past accomplish- 
ments. God never intends it to be so. 
He intends one glorious, victorious era 
to give way to the next one as fast as 
we’re able to take it—on and on until 
the Lord comes or until He calls us to 
be with Himself. 

Brethren, I do not believe that we ever 
ought to superannuate our spirits. It’s 
entirely possible for a man to get sick 
and old and have to be superannuated, 
to retire somewhere to sit and medi- 
tate the last few years of his life be- 
cause of broken health. But I do not 
believe a man ever ought to superannu- 
ate his spirit. I do not believe we ever 
ought to allow our minds or our spirits 
to get settled—to put on the square 
hat and get the diploma and say, “Now, I 
have arrived.” ‘e 

No man has arrived until his feet are 
walking on the golden streets. No man 
has arrived until the Lord has said, 


“I’m finished with you on earth, come 





up higher.” Regardless of age, regardless 
of the passing of the years, regardless of 
how much we may know—always there 
is spiritual progress, always there is 
the going forward, always there is a 
place farther on. 

The church of Christ has never been 
told that she’s retired and that she’s 
to sit down and call it a day. There's 
always progressive action—always some- 
thing to do. The doctrines of God are 
to get on their working clothes, get their 
hammer and their sword, and go out and 
get busy. That’s the purpose of God for 
His church. 

Now, sometimes we miss God's signal 
to go ahead and we settle back into a 
state of quiescence and spiritual inac- 
tion. The evidence of this state is that we 
are then pleased if we can hold our 
present gains, happy when we can “hold 
our own.” 

God’s purpose is never for us to hold 
our own, but always to make some kind 
of progress. When we fall into the habit 
of much talk about past victories, when 
pain goes out of our activities, when we 
have learned how to do religious work 
without much cost to ourselves, then 
we have reached a plateau and it is time 
for us to stir ourselves and ask God to 
quicken us again. 

I believe that we ought to work with 
God who “worketh hitherto” and is still 
working. And if we find that we have 
temporarily gone out of gear with God, 
that we’re trying to make up for lack 
of action by much talk—like a man who 
jacks up his rear wheels, races his motor, 
burns up the gasoline and makes a lot 
of smoke and noise but gets nowhere— 
I say, if we’re in that spiritual state, 
then by all means we ought to ask God 
to forgive us and bring us to repentance. 

In the Christian life one spiritual 
advance should follow another, one stir- 
ring up of the nest should follow an- 
other, one repentance unto new victory 
should come after another, one era of 
fresh, rich, fruitful growth should fol- 
low another—on and on during our en- 
tire life here on earth, until our Lord 
Jesus Christ shall come in His glory. 

Then we shall meet Him, not as 
Christians who have already attained, 
but as Christians who have been growing 
hitherto and are still growing. END

ARLY last August the Verlyn Roskams, 
of Hinsdale, Ill., presented their new 
son to an interested circle of friends 
with the following printed card: 


Mr. and Mrs. Verlyn R. Roskam

Jonathan Richard 


Born in Seoul, Korea, January 6th, 1953 
August 3, 1956 

To say that since the arrival of Dickie, 
as they call him, at Chicago’s Midway 
Airport that August day the Roskam 
household has never been the same 
would be quite an understatement. Prob- 
ably no member of the family will ever 
really want things the same again. 

For, in spite of the long hours of work 
he has caused, the sleepless nights, prob- 
lems of sharing and taxing to the limit 
of parental patience, the little fellow has 
already captured the hearts of his new 
mom and dad and brother and sister. In 
a matter of months, he has become an 
integral part of the family, bound to the 
others with cords of love which now 
could not easily be broken. 

That Friday morning Swede, as Verlyn 


Roskam prefers his friends to call him, 
and his pretty brunet wife Martha 
brought Stephen, their tow-headed three- 
year-old, with them to meet the plane. 
Sissy, year-and-a-half Sarah Jayne, was 
considered too young and had been left 
with friends. Steve was well prepared 
for the advent of a new member into the 
family. In his room at home was a new 
twin bed bought to match his own. In the 
playbox were toys he had helped buy for 
his new brother. Beside his toothbrush 
and Sissy’s in the bathroom was a brand 
new one for Dicky’s use. 

But waiting is long for a little tike. 
One night Swede heard Stevie crying 
himself to sleep because the empty bed 
across the room held no new brother who 
was so long in coming. 

At the airport, Swede, anxious for 
sight of the plane, squinted into the sun 
now almost directly overhead. His heart 
was pounding and he had to admit that 
he was excited. He had waited a long 
time for this moment. His thoughts went 
back to his own first plane trip across 
the Pacific. He remembered the three 
buddies who had stuck together—Dick 
Wasson, Kermit Johnson and himself— 
first in Japan and then in Korea. Funny 
how the three Christian lieutenants had 
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The young lieutenant 
never could forget the 
war-or phaned kiddies 
he saw in Korea. 
Then he heard about 
the tragic plight 


of mixed-blood babies. 


kept drawing similar shipping orders 
throughout their training and well into 
their service in Korea! He wondered 
hat Dick Wasson would think of his 
mall Korean namesake if he could know. 

Swede watched the clouds dreamily. 
Hie and Wasson, he recalied, had gone 
ver together by luxury airliner. John- 
mn soon followed in a “puddle jumper,” 
and in Japan the three had found them- 
selves stationed together again. How 
hey’d cherished those precious days of 
fellowship in the Lord! Troops had come 
into camp and troops had shipped out, 
jut when Roskam’s orders came to shove 
ff for Korea, there they were—Johnson 
ind Wasson with him again. 


+ WATCHING a plane buzz in, Swede 
stepped forward eagerly, thinking it was 
the trans-Pacific. But no, it wasn’t. He 
returned to Martha. Beside her Stevie 
was swinging on the retaining chain. 
Swede smiled down on him as he heard 
his son softly chanting, “Dick—ie, 
Dick—ie.” 

“He'll be here soon, sonny,” he assured 
the little fellow. 

Again, his thoughts took flight. In his 
mind’s eye he could see the ragged Ko- 
rean kiddies running alongside the train 
as he and his two buddies had arrived in 
Korea. He’d felt Dick and Kermit were 
touched, as was he, by the extreme pov- 
erty of the scene. Seemed as if the three 
could almost feel the little black eyes 
searching out kind-hearted soldiers, and 
they’d had to stand by helplessly when 
the urchins fought furiously over C-ra- 
tions soldiers tossed to them. 

As the days passed, they’d seen more 
and more Korean youngsters, orphans of 
the war, wandering the streets. They ap- 
peared to be without either homes or 
family care. Remembering, Swede 
shook his head. No, the three young of-

ficers never had quite become used to the 
pathetic condition of the waifs. 

Suddenly, he realized Martha was 
pulling his sleeve. 

“Swede! Where’s your mind?’ Guess 
Martha was excited too. “Over the loud- 
speaker—did you hear that announce- 
ment? What did he say?” 

Swede tried to catch the words as 
again the message was intoned. 

“Nope,” he shook his head and took 
his restless son in his arms. “Not the 
Northwest Orient.” 

Somehow that made him think of 
Shim Wy Cheul. What had happened to 
him, he wondered. Only seventeen, the 
little ROK soldier had gone with him on 
so many patrols, and the two had become 
close friends. Those Korean boys in his 
outfit—most of them barely in their 
teens, Swede remembered—had been so 
—so manly. 

Especially Shin. Swede had been con- 
vinced the boy had a great potential. 
He’d actually written to a couple of sen- 
ators, trying to arrange his entry into 
the United States, willing to sponsor 


him. But he’d been turned down. He'd 


never forget Shin, and the others like 
him. Ever since he’d returned to civilian 
life he had wanted to do something for 
them, like Kermit was. 

Kermit had had the right idea. After 
the war he’d resigned his commission 
and gone back to the orient as a mission- 
ary. With the Orient Crusades, he and 
his wife Lynn had kept writing about 
the plight of Korean kiddies fathered by 
GI’s during their occupation. 

Those letters had gotten under Swede’s 
skin. If the waifs of war had pulled at 
their heart strings, Kermit’s letters inti- 
mated, the condition of the innocent 
pawns left in the wake of the American 
army,.would do far more. In Korea, Ker- 
mit sdid, little tots with mixed blood 
didn’t have a chance. Many of them 
were castaways, socially ostracized, spit 
upon. He knew of cases were some were 
actually killed and left by the roadside 
Koreans feel very strongly, he pointed 
out, about mixing Korean blood with 
any other. 


+ THEN that day—just a year ago— 
Swede had heard that Korean GI “war 
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orphans” could be adopted by couples in 
the U.S. under the Refugee Relief Act... 

Martha looked up at him. 

“What’re you smiling at, Swede?” she 
wanted to know. 

“Just remembering,” he answered.

Are We Indian Givers? 





PROBLEM: Mr. A. earns $4,160 a 
year.

As a result, the govern- | 
ment allows him a substantial re- 
duction in his income tax. The 
question arises: Does the amount 
| of this reduction properly belong 
| to him, or is he morally obligated | 
| to reinvest it in the Lord’s service? | 





HRISTIANS often underestimate the 

value the Lord places on their own 

discretion. Yet, in the parables of 

Matthew 25, verses fourteen to thirty, 
and Luke 19, verses eleven to twenty-six, 
that is just what our Lord emphasized 
most—discretion. 

Very simply put, here is a “man” who 
entrusts various sums of money to his 
servants, leaving it to their own judg- 
ment as to what they will do with it. 
Then he goes away. After a time he re- 
turns and questions them as to what 
they have done with the money. And 
their reward or loss is measured by the 
discretion they have exercised. 

Now while these parables have various 
applications, one comes especially to 
mind in the preparation of the annual 
income tax return.

To us who live in a truly representative 
democracy the Lord has given ability and 
opportunity to earn a living. With the 
beginning of each year comes the (some- 
times hard) necessity of filing an income 
tax return. Regardless of what other 
value this yearly operation brings with it, 
two things are particularly true: (1) It 
gives us a panoramic survey of the year’s 
labor and its monetary rewards. (2) It 
determines what our share is in the cost 
of government. 

What that share will be depends ‘on 
a number of factors—how much we 
earned, whether we were married, how 
many dependents we had, what our med- 
ical expenses were, how: much we paid 
for other taxes, how much we con- 
tributed to various worthy organizations, 
and so on. 

The last named factor in this list is 
of special significance to the Christian. 
For with salvation there comes an in- 
terest and burden for the furtherance of 
the Lord’s work. One of the ways the 
Christian shares in this work is by his 
financial support of churches, missions, 
and similar organizations. In proportion 
to the amount we have contributed, the 
government, recognizing the _ spiritual 


value of these things, reduces our share 
in the cost of government. 

It is here that we come to the point 
of this article. If you give ten or more 
per cent of your income to the Lord, you 


can by wise reinvestment cause that 
money to increase, and so do a bigger job 
in the Lord’s service. 

Here is how it is done. If you are an 
average worker, the law gives you two 
options in filing your income tax return: 
(1) You may take a standard deduction 
of 10 per cent and pay your tax on what 
is left. (2) You may itemize your de- 
ductible expenses, and pay your tax on 
the remainder. It stands to reason that 
the higher your deductible expenses are 
the lower is your taxable amount. And 
since we are taxed at the rate of 20 per 
cent or more, every dollar by which you 
can reduce your taxable income also 
reduces your tax by the same percentage. 

Let us see how this works. For the sake 
of an example, let’s take it for granted 
that you are not a home owner, and you 
have no sizeable deductions other than 
what you contribute as a Christian to 
the Lord’s work. 

Well suppose you are married and 
have one child. Your income is $80 a 
week, or $4160 a year. Filing the “regu- 
lar” tax form and taking the standard 
deduction, your tax would be $392. But 
you are a Christian. You gave 10 per 
cent of your income to Christian organ- 
izations, the license for your car cost 
you $18.50, and you paid out $45 in other 
deductible expenses. Figuring your tax 
on the itemized form it would now be 
only $376, a reduction of $16. 
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| Since this reduction primarily was the 
| result of your contributions to the Lord's 
‘work it would seem proper that the $16 
be also given to that work. 

If you do this, see how wise investment 
will multiply the original sum. Let’s jump 
ahead a year. Assuming all factors to 
remain the same, your tax will again be 
$376. But the tax reduction you received 
and gave back to the Lord’s work the 
previous year now provides you with a 
further reduction—20 per cent of the $16 
or $3.20. So this year you can turn back 
to the Lord’s work an extra $19.20. 

If you were to continue this policy for 
ten years, all other factors remaining 
the same, your original $16 would keep 
on multiplying until by the tenth year 
you would be giving an extra $81.08, 
making a total of $411.80 for all ten 
| years! 
| If you give 15 per cent of your income 
| (which, let us say, remains fixed at 
| $4160), and excluding any other deduc- 
| tions or taxes, by using this method you 
| would be able to give an extra $1168 
| during the ten year period! And think 
of the result if only four or five thou- 
sand Christians followed such a plan. 
Roughly, it would mean an additional 
| two or three million dollars going to the 
| work of the Lord in the next ten years. 
A few words of caution here. Although 
| receiving a reduction of your income tax 
because of using the “long form,” you 
| still have to pay additional tax at the 
| appointed time. It is the reduction of 
| your tax, resulting from your contribu- 
| tions, which—to my way of thinking— 
| should be turned back to the Lord’s work. 
| I would also urge you to exercise dis- 
cretion in how you handle your giving, 
so that your gifts may be legally entered 
as deductible. Personal gifts, for example, 
even to missionaries, cannot be entered 
as deductible items. If you wish to con- 
tribute to individual missionaries or 
Christian workers, you must give it 
through their mission board or other 
| organization. 

Today, increased missionary activity 
and spiraling prices demand that more 
and more money be given to Christian 
enterprises. And we should always try 
| to accomplish more with what we already 
have. The method I have outlined is one 
way this can be done. If it seems too 
difficult for you, you can always visit 
your local Internal Revenue office or 
| consult a qualified accountant. 
| Certainly the Lord’s money ought to 





be handled with wisdom and integrity. 
|Chapters eight and nine of II Corin- 
thians show what elaborate preparations 
Paul made and the precautions he took 
|in handling the Corinthians’ gift for the 
| saints. Careful analysis of your own in- 
come, expenses and giving may reveal 
new ways of furthering the Lord’s work. 

Give wisely and give well. Give as 


much as you can, but not recklessly. Fol- 


low the Lord’s way of doing things, and 
rely on Him to supply all your needs.

Is a Pulpit

T was eighteen months ago when I 

first walked into the big, three-story 

brick building at Butler and Santa 

Monica Boulevard in West Los Ange- 
les. I had become an employee of an 
organization that, so far as I know, is 
unique around the world. 

I realized then that I was in for some 
major discoveries—that this job at the 
Moody Institute of Science would be dif- 
ferent than any of the half-dozen-odd 
I'd held in printing and advertising. But 
I didn’t know how different. 

I didn’t know, for example, that a few 
weeks later as one of the MIS team I’d 
be called upon quite casually to help 
with lights while a cameraman took a 
high speed shot of a hive of bees! I 
didn’t know I’d have a ringside seat as 
our staff worked with a prominent heart 
specialist in developing a “heart” ma- 
chine! Nor did I dream that my new 
post would bring me in touch with one 
of the world’s outstanding vulcanologists 
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and his original film on a recent volcanic 
eruption! , 

Yet these are only sidelights of passing 
interest compared with what I’ve learned 
about the purpese of MIS, the world- 
wide work it is carrying on, and the staff 
members who are reaching out to mil- 
lions. 

Of course I knew something about the 
Moody Institute of Science before be- 
coming a staff member. Like thousands 
of others in this country and abroad I 
knew it was the birthplace of a number 
of top-notch gospel-science films—beau- 
tifully done pictures like “God of Crea- 
tion,” “Voice of the Deep” and “The 
Prior Claim,” to mention only a few. I 
knew that MIS’ best-known spokesman 
was a personable preacher-scientist, Dr. 
Irwin A. Moon, who could fascinate you 
for forty minutes demonstrating the 
mysteries of science, then close with a 
hard-hitting spiritual application. 

But I was far from prepared for what 
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THE MOODY INSTITUTE OF SCIENCE 
entrance. Photos which follow take you on a 
tour of MIS with a typical Christian family. 
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You've seen the MIS gospel films. Here is a

born and of the dedicated men who make them.

I found when I began talking with Dr. Moon and other 
about the total impact of MIS. During the ten years thi 
unique center has been in operation it has produced no fewe: 
than eight major science films, besides nearly a hundred other 
shorter films and sixty-nine filmstrips dealing with science 
the Bible and Christian education subjects. During the same 
decade, MIS has sponsored “Sermons from Science,” a series 
of lecture-demonstrations with evangelistic impact, in cities 
throughout the U. S. as well as on military bases through- 
out North America. 


THE MESSAGE OF MIS 


At first glance one might assume that MIS is basically a 
film-producing organization. But it is far more than that. 
Major films are only the effective means whereby MIS presents 
its basic message. That message, in a word, is that the God 
of this marvelously integrated creation all about us is the 
loving God who has revealed Himself through the Bible and 
provided man’s salvation through the Lord Jesus Christ. 

To bring this message in an age which has too often mis- 
takenly regarded the findings of science as being in conflict 
with the Bible, MIS has pointed its cameras at distant gal- 
axies in interstellar space, explored mysteries of the micro- 
scopic world, recorded growth and movement of plants and 
examined the intricate equipment of bats, chameleon and 
spiders. 

In recent months the “Sermons from Science’’ format has 
carried its impact to a half million television viewers each 
week through MIS-produced TV films. Like other MIS films, 
these TV features profoundly influence the thinking of those 
who see them. The more than 25,000 letters received from 
TV viewers—adults and children, intellectuals as well as the 
ordinary citizen—demonstrate their effectiveness. 


THE EARLY DAYS

oday. Less than fifteen years ago, Dr. Moon, a preacher with 

bent for science, was on the carnival midway of the San 
‘rancisco Golden Gate Exposition with his “Sermons from 
science’”’ demonstrations. With two tons of equipment, most 
of it home-made, he presented a fast moving series of sci- 
ntific wonders which held his audience completely spell- 
ound. He fried eggs on a cold stove, changed his voice by 
lling his lungs with helium, and after a long series of similar 
vonders, climaxed his performance by permitting a million 
volts of electricity to smash through his body. Interwoven 
ith his scientific commentary was the insistent question, 

Are these things chance or design? Are they accident or 
art of a creative pattern?” 

Among the crowds who came to watch and listen was Dr. 
Vill H. Houghton, then president of Moody Bible Institute. 
Out of this meeting and God’s evident leading the Moody 
institute of Science began to take shape, a new and potent 
munistry of the school that D. L. Moody had founded. 

With the purchase of an old Masonic Temple building in 
Vest Los Angeles work on the new project got underway. Old 
imers on the staff tell me that Dr. Moon with F. Alton 
Everest, his able associate from the beginning, set a whirl- 
wind pace. The “bosses” would come early—sometimes five 
1. m.—and stay occasionally till midnight. Covered with mor- 
ar dust they labored, shoulder to shoulder, clearing the main 
floor for office space. 

It wasn’t clear then just how five people and one film would 
need sO much room. Years passed, however, with more testing 
and proving and expanding. Now 102 films and 69 filmstrips 
later, even the most dubious critics are convinced that the 
work has been carried on “not by might nor by power, but 
by my Spirit.” Faith has proved the major component.

tional background and_ experience. 
Eleven have science degrees; thirteen 
attended Bible school, college or semin- 
ary; and twelve hold Bachelor or Arts 
degrees in fields ranging from music to 
philosophy. Four have taken special 
work in photographic or art schools. But 
with all this educational background they 
are a far cry from the highly paid, high- 
ly specialized technicians who turn out 
commercial films in Hoilywood’s studios 
not far away. 

“This is incredible!” an executive in 
the motion picture industry exclaimed 
recently after visiting MIS. “Unless I 
had seen it, I wouldn’t have believed a 
group like this could produce such pic- 
tures.” 

Perhaps he’s right. Nobody at MIS 
wastes time trying to impress others 
with his professional qualifications. From 
the time the 8:00 bell rings for devotions 
in the morning until clocking out time 
(which may be well into the evening), 


there’s little thought for anything but 
the job to be done. 


The average “staffer” measures high 
as an all-around family man who enjoys 
his home. But on many occasions he may 
not see either family or home for long 
periods of time, particularly if he’s a 
writer captured by his script while the 
hours slip by, a distribution representa- 
tive who covers six states, or a field 
photographer off alone in the Australian 
wilds. 


And it’s not unusual for wives and 
families to lend a hand. Photographer 
Pete Margosian, for example, solved his 
family problem not long ago by taking 
them with him to the Florida Everglades 
to photograph swampland nature sub- 
jects. Wife Sonia helped out as needed, 
obligingly “flushing” alligators within 
the range of her husband’s camera and 
shering long vigils as Pete filmed the life 
cycle of the heliconian (butterfly). 


PRAYER AND FAITH 


Frequently the lab “family” is called 
upon to pray for special needs. One such 


that color film could no longer be proces- 
sed by the manufacturer. This meant 
one of two things: a new processing ar- 
rangement which would “up” the cost to 
us and to the users of our films, or more 
equipment and the added responsibility 


| of handling the processing step ourselves. 


Today we see God’s answer—a new 
film processing laboratory that can turn 
out a hundred thousand feet of 16 mm 
film per week on a normal operation 
basis. Inasmuch as MIS processed three 
million feet of film in 1956, this labora- 
tory has proved vital to our work—an- 
other of many answers to prayer. 

At this point let me add that after 
eighteen months at MIS I cannot speak 
too highly of the initiative and skill of 
the shop men who build our varied and 
complex equipment. To a large degree 


| what we have has been designed and 


built by them, and much of it by Dr. 
Moon himself. Certain needed equip- 
ment is too expensive—or just not in 
existence. The answer usually is, “Build 
it!” And build it these men do, often 
with materials salvaged from war sur- 
plus. Animation cranes, filmstrip copy 
cameras, laboratory equipment, motion 
picture and printing machines—nothing 
seems to stump them long. 


Faith and prayer enter into every part 
of the work as the staff in dozens of ways 
every week undertakes tasks that hu- 
manly speaking are impossible. As a 
matter of fact, Dr. Moon declares that 
“here at Moody Institute of Science, 
faith is our most important product. If 
God is in it, we can produce anything. 
What he means is that God has been 
mightily and personally involved in ev- 
ery film that has been turned out. And 
when you see it that way you are not 
surprised at results. 

While staff members at headquarters 
ply their many tasks another “staffer” 
carries on a lonely but far-reaching 
work with platform presentations of 
“Sermons from Science” patterned after 
Dr. Moon’s original demonstrations. A 
Navy pilot during World War II and 
still a lieutenant commander in the U. S. 
Naval Reserve, Dr. George E. Speake last 
year appeared before audiences totalling 
some 140,000 persons. To do this he 
travelled approximately 40,000 miles by 
car and more than 100,000 miles by air. 

His science demonstrations have been 
seen by millions of Americans, both 
civilians and men in service, and often 
bring striking and far-reaching results. 
Not long ago, for instance, he wrote ask- 
ing for special prayer about a series of 
meetings in the East. Recognizing an 
even greater-than-usual concern, the 
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Foreign language sound tracks 
for MIS films have been pro- 
duced in sixteen different lan- 
guages. In addition to French, 
German, Spanish, Italian and 
the Scandinavian tongues, these 
include Japanese, Korean, Can- 
tonese, Mandarin and Ar- 
menian.

In demonstrations and on film science 
facts are proving singularly effective in 
flagging and ‘holding the attention of 
young people as well as adults. This fact, 
MIS believes, may be the key to a major 
national problem as well as to the per- 
sonal need of young people of our day. 


As Dr. Moon recently told one of our | 
nation’s leaders, “If America is to remain 


strong, many thousands of our finest 
young people must be trained in science. 
We rejoice in the nation-wide effort now 
being made to return a proper emphasis 


upon moral and spiritual values in our | 


school curricula. It is our desire to im- 
plement this program. 

“With the generous assistance of the 
Kresge Foundation which is dedicated 


to the preservation of the highest ideals | 


of Americanism, the Moody Institute of 
Science has established an Educational 
Film Division. 

“These films are designed specifically 
for the science classroom. They teach 
science. They do it, however, with an 


overtone of reverence for the Creator, | 
and thus provide an alternative to mate- | 


rialism so desperately needed.” 


Others are also recognizing the poten- 


tial value of the science approach in the 


face of present-day needs. For example, | 


I have before me a letter from the gov- 
ernor of one of the midwestern states. 
Speaking of this educational series he 
says, “Your program is a decisive step 
toward the future peace in the world, 
through the education and right-think- 
ing of the youth of today who will decide 
the policies of the world tomorrow.” 
Right now in the various laboratories 
and departments of MIS there are some 


forty different projects underway. One | 
of the newest is a feature-length film to | 
be released soon under the title, “Red | 


River of Life.’ It’s the story of human 
blood, its properties, and the physiolog- 
ical wonders to which it is the key.

A daring exegesis of the Book 
of Jonah has made the experience 
of the prophet an object lesson 
and type of the whole history of 
Israel in relation to the nations. 


Like Jonah, Israel was sent as 
God’s witness to the nations; but, 
disobedient to her calling, Israel 
departed from the presence and 
fellowship of the Lord, to be pur- 
sued by storms of calamity and to 
be devoured by her enemies. 


As was the case with Jonah, 
Israel’s judgment was the means 
of bringing deliverance to others: 
blessing to the nations. 


Like Jonah, Israel could not be 
assimilated by the nations that 
swallowed her. To the present 
hour Israel remains a_ peculiar 
people. 


Even as the monster gave up 
Jonah, that in resurrection life he 
might fulfil his appointed mis- 
sion, so Israel will rise from her 
valley of dry bones to become 
God’s witness and benediction to 
the nations. Just as their fall 
brought riches to the Gentiles, so 
their restoration to God’s favor 
shall become for them and for the 
world as life from the dead (Ro- 
mans 11:12, 15).

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“At the Feet 


of Jesus ’—a Neglec ted 


Sermon Subject 


‘| HROUGH the kindness of my friend Dr. David J. Laure, 
F eine of Edinburgh and now of Mount Hermon, Cailif., 

I have come into the possession of a book previously 
inknown to me. It is a volume of sermons titled, The Feet of 
Jesus in Life, Death, Resurrection and Glory, by Philip 
Bennett Power, M.A., once a clergyman of Christ Church, 
Worthing, England. The book, more than 300 pages, was 
published in London in 1872. 

Power was a voluminous writer, though he is little remem- 
bered today. He was the author of The “I Will’s” of the Psalms 
and The “I Will’s” of Christ; also Behold, a series of medita- 
tions on passages of Scripture in which, as he says, “God ar- 
rests the attention of man by the use of the word Behold” 
(The printed catalog of the Library of Congress does not list 
any volume of Power as being in that vast collection.) 

In view of the many references to the feet of our Lord in 
the Gospels, and occasionally in the Epistles and the Book 
of Revelation, it is surprising to note the scarcity of sermons 
on men and women found at the feet of Christ. 

The subject of the feet of Jesus is not listed in the indexes 
of The Expositor’s Bible, Joseph Parker’s The People’s Bible, 
Maclaren’s Expositions of Holy Scripture, or Hastings’ Great 
Texts of the Bible. 

Furthermore, there is no reference to it in the 180 columns 
of the index to the first eighteen volumes of The Speaker’s 
Bible, in the Imperial Bible Dictionary, or in the International 
Standard Bible Encyclopedia. 

There is, however, an interesting summary of references to 
the feet of Jesus in the artcle “Feet” by John Reid, in James 
Hastings’ Dictionary of Christ and the Gospels, Vol. I, pp. 
586-587, and a short article of H. Wheeler Robinson, in 
Hastings’ Dictionary of the Apostolic Church, p. 404. In neither 
of these discussions is there any reference to sermonic material. 

However, I do find a characteristically helpful sermon on 
Luke 7:38 by Charles H. Spurgeon, “Our Place: At Jesus’s 
Feet,” in the Metropolitan Tabernacle Pulpit for 1889, Vol. 
XXXV, No. 2066. Inasmuch as many of my readers may not 
be fortunate enough to own this set, I would like to give here 
the outline of the sermon: 


I. At His Feet is a Becoming Posture 


1. because of the Majesty of His Person 

2. because of the Unworthiness of Ourselves 

3. because of His Well-Beloved Claims Upon Us

Spurgeon gives Gospel references for most of these points, 
and concludes by quoting a stanza of the hymn, “Lo, at His 


Feet.” 


Lo, at his feet, with awful joy, 
The adoring armies fall! 

With joy they shrink to nothing there, 
Before the eternal All. 


Spurgeon has another sermon on Luke 10:39, “Mary also 
sat at Jesus’ feet and heard His Word,” which he entitles, 
“Love At Leisure.” Much is said about the feet of Jesus as 
Spurgeon develops the theme, “Let us sit at Jesus’ feet be- 
cause our salvation is complete,” and sets forth the idea of 
our unworthiness, concluding, “Sink; go on sinking; be little; 
be less; be less still; be still less; be least of all; be nothing.” 
(Metropolitan Tabernacle Pulpit, 1905, Vol. LI, pp. 133-142). 
Undoubtedly there are many other sermons on this subject, 
but after a careful search, I have come upon none other. 

Returning to this remarkable work by Power, I think the 
best thing would be for me to give simply the titles for the 
sermons here, with texts, and, if interested, the reader can 
examine each of these:

It is significant to note that of the 
first six references all but the first relate 
either to women at the feet of Jesus or, 
as in the case of Jairus, a man pleading 
for a woman who was ill. There are 
some rather notable omissions here; 
e.g., the record of the grateful leper fall- 
ing at the feet of Jesus (Luke 17:16 and 
the beautiful story of Mary’s anointing 
Jesus’ feet at the home in Bethany (John 
12:3). 

The writers of the New Testament, in 
referring to that day when Christ shall 
put all enemies under His feet, often 
quote Psalm 8:6: “Thou madest him to 
have dominion over the works of thy 
hands; thou hast put all things under 
his feet” (See I Cor. 15:25; Eph. 1:22; 
Heb. 2:8). 

Some of the more familiar references 
to the feet of Jesus in literature and 
hymnology may appropriately conclude 
our discussion. Some years ago P. P. 
Bliss penned the words and music to a 
hymn once frequently sung but now 
seldom heard, “At the Feet of Jesus” 
(Gospel Hymns Nos. 1-6, No. 75): 


At the feet of Jesus, listening to His 
word: 

Learning wisdom’s lesson from her 
loving Lord: 

Mary, led by heav-nly grace, 

Chose the meek disciple’s place. 


At the feet of Jesus is the place for me; 


| There a humble learner would I choose 


to be. 


At the feet of Jesus, pouring perfume 
rare, 

Mary did her Saviour for the grave 
prepare: 

And, from love the ‘good work’ done, 

She her Lord’s approval won. 


At the feet of Jesus is the place for me, 
There in sweetest service would I be. 


At the feet of Jesus, in that morning hour, 

Loving hearts receiving Resurrection 
power: 

Haste with joy to preach the Word: 

‘Christ is risen, Praise the Lord!’ 


At the feet of Jesus, risen now for me, 
I shall sing His praises through eternity.” 


A hymn bearing the same title, “At 
the Feet of Jesus,” written by J. H. 
(otherwise not identified), appears in 
Christ in Song (Review and Herald Pub- 
lishing Assn., Washington, D.C., 1908) : 


Sitting at the feet of Jesus, O what words 
I hear him say! 

Happy place! so near, so precious! May 
it find me there each day; 

Sitting at the feet of Jesus, I would 
look upon the past, 

For his love has been so gracious, it has 
won my heart at last. 


Sitting at the feet of Jesus, where can 
mortal be more blest? 

There I lay my sins and sorrows, and, 
when weary find sweet rest; 

Sitting at the feet of Jesus, there I love 
to weep and pray,” 

While I from his fulness gather grace 
and comfort every day. 


Bless me, O my Saviour, bless me as 
I’m waiting at thy feet, 

O look down in love upon me, let me 
see thy face so sweet; 

Give me, Lord, the mind of Jesus, make 
me holy as he is,

The Dead Sea 
Scrolls Again 


OTHING has happened in the whole 
pom of Biblical interpretation since 

the beginning of the twentieth cen- 
tury so significant as the discovery of 
the documents know as the Dead Sea 
Scrolls, together with the fragments of 
many Biblical books (and some that are 
extra-Biblical) . 

The contents and meaning—even the 
meaning of many of the words—of these 
writings will be the subject of debate and 
discussion for many years to come. Al- 
though I devoted most of the February, 
1956, issue of “In the Study” to a review 
of Dr. Millar Burrows’ standard work, 
The Dead Sea Scrolls, I would like to 
return to the subject now because of 
the appearance of a book which every 
reader of these columns ought to secure. 

The book I have reference to is a work 
of 350 pages entitled: The Dead Sea 
Scriptures, with Introduction and Notes, 
by Theodore H. Gaster, published by 
Doubleday and Company of Garden City, 
N.Y. Issued in two different formats, the 
text and pagination are the same in 
both: the cloth edition, is priced at 
$4.00, and the paper-covered edition 
in the Anchor Series, is only 95 
cents, the latter representing one of the 


| best bargains in important literature 


being offered at the present time. 
Formerly chief of the Hebraic section 
of the Library of Congress, Dr. Gaster 
is now a professor at Columbia Univer- 
sity, and also at Dropsie College in 


| Philadelphia, and is recognized as one 


of the world’s distinguished authorities 
on Hebrew history, especially on those 
four hundred years between the close of 
the Old Testament and the advent of 


| Christ. 





This volume is exactly what many have 
been looking for—a complete text of all 
the writings (not the fragments) which 
have been found at Qumran and in all 
the caves along the Dead Sea shore 
(with the exception of the scroll of 
Isaiah, which is so similar to our text 
today that it need not be reprinted), and 
a full translation of the Zadokite Docu- 
ment, discovered nearly fifty years ago 
in an old synagogue in Cairo. 

In addition to the 205 pages of trans- 
lation of all these documents, there are 
28 pages of introduction, and 53 pages 
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of notes. The book concludes with two 
indexes, an analytical index of 16 pages, 
and an amazing index of “Biblical Quo- 
tations and Parallels,” in which approx- 
imately 500 different Scripture passages 
are listed! 


I would estimate that the translation | 





of the Dead Sea scriptures alone em- | 


braces 70,000 words. Around these writ- 
ings, as I have said, there will be con- 
tinuous discussion for many years to 


come. In fact, Professor Gaster himself | 


remarks, “At the moment, it may be 


said, the darkness of the Dead Sea Caves | 


has not yet been dissipated, and schol- 


ars are really in the position of eager | 


jeaders guessing the solution of a ser- 
ialized ‘whodunit’ before the final in- 
stallment has been published!” 

It is not my purpose here to enter 
into a discussion of the teachings of these 
eparate writings, but perhaps I might 
vhet the appetite of many by referring 
to only three of the many different 
hemes considered here. 

In many of these writings, eschatology 
; prominent, for as Gaster says, “Be- 
lieving firmly that they stood on the 
hreshold of the New Age, the members 
of the Brotherhood were especially in- 
terested in searching the Scriptures for 
intimations of current events.” 

While seventy, four hundred ninety, 
seven, forty-two weeks, etc., are basic 
chronological measures in Biblical proph- 
ecy, in the text of this ancient Jewish 
community we frequently come upon a 
time period of forty years. For example 
in the Zadokite Document we read: 
“About forty years will elapse from the 
death of the teacher of the community 
until all the men who take up arms and 
relapse in the company of the Man of 
Falsehood are brought to an end.” 

Gaster says in a note that rabbinic 
tradition likewise assigns a period of 
forty years for the ministry of the 
Messiah before the final restoration of 
Israel. The identity of “The Man of 
Falsehood” is not known. 

A chronological statement in Ezekiel 
4:5 has given a great deal of trouble to 
commentators: “I have appointed the 
years of their iniquity to be unto thee 


a number of days, even three hundred | 


and ninety days.” 

This time period reappears at the be- 
ginning of the Zadokite Document: “In 
the Era of Anger, that era of the three 
hundred and ninety years, when He 
delivered them into the hand of Nebu- 
chadnezzar, king of Babylon, He took 
care of them,” etc. 

One passage in the Zadokite Document 
drew my attention to a phrase in Gen- 
esis which, I confess, I had not particu- 
larly noticed before. In a “Code for Camp 
Communities” we read, “In any place 
where there are ten, a priest versed in 
the Book of Study is not to be absent; 
by his word shall they all be ruled,” 
(Gen. 41:40). This is a very interesting 
interpretation of an otherwise incidental 
phrase,

In the very difficult manuscript en- 
titled, “The War of the Sons of Light 
and the Sons of Darkness” (a work not 
even referred to in Hebrew literature 
before the discovery of these scrolls), 
there are many references to the nations 
set forth in Genesis 10: to Belial, to 
Gabriel, and to Gog and Magog. 

In “The Manual of Discipline,” there 
are references to the Prince of Light, 
the Angel of Darkness, the Angel of 
Truth, and the Angels of Destruction. 
The frequently-occurring reference to 
the Kittians is giving students of these 
scrolls much trouble, for it has not yet 
been determined exactly to whom this 
word refers. 

Over and over again, Professor Gaster 
insists that the scrolls contain no antici- 
pation of or parallel to Christian doc- 
trines, for example, Incarnation, Vicar- 
ious Atonement, or Communion.” 

An altogether different work is The 
Dead Sea Scrolls, by J. M. Allegro, of 
Manchester University, in the Pelican 
Book Series, a paper-covered book of over 
two hundred pages, priced at only 85 
cents. More than one-third of the book 
is devoted to the story of the discovery 
and editing of these scrolls and frag- 
ments—one of the finest accounts I 
have seen. 


One chapter of this book considers the 
origin of this Qumran sect, while another 
contains, in three parallel columns, 
scores of verses from the First Book of 
Samuel according to the Qumran text, 
the Septuagint text, and the Revised 
Version text. 

There is a general index of fifteen 
columns, and twenty-two pages of ex- 
cellent bibliography. A valuable asset of 
the work is its forty-two plates, photo- 
graphs of the area of Qumran, interior 
and exterior views of the caves, some 
of the manuscripts, etc. 


In one area the book is not to be 
trusted, and that is in its attempt to 
relate some of the Qumran passages to 
the New Testament, and to find here 
references to Christ the Messiah. The 
author’s interpretations of this aspect 
of the text, which he has set forth in 
earlier periodical essays, have been gen- 
erally repudiated by scholars working on 
this material. 


C CONEC i hitefield and 
George II hitfield 


READER in North Carolina recently 
| submitted a question to the editor, 

the answer to which might interest 
others. 

This gentleman writes: “For years 
I’ve referred to George Whitefield as an 
example of what God can do with a man 
who is completely yielded to Him, but 
in reading the Journal of John Wesley, 
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I find both a George Whitefield and a 
George Whitfield. 

“TI first thought that they were one and 
the same person, but on closer stuly I 
found that George Whitefield was the 
co-founder of Methodism and died a good 
while before Wesley, while George Whit- 
field was with Mr. Wesley when he went 
to be with the Lord. Although here 
spelled Whitefield, it is spelled Whitfield 
elsewhere. 

“Here is the question: Since there were 
both a George Whitfield and a George 
Whitefield which one has the record 
of doing the most good? Which one of the 
two preached the most in America?” 

Of these two men, the one better 
known in the Christian church today is 
the great evangelist George Whitefield 
(1714-1770). Even in his own family, the 
name was variously spelled. An early 
ancestor was Whytfeild, a vicar in May- 
field, Sussex, in 1605, whose son used the 
spelling Whitfield. The two names are 
identical in pronunciation. 

The George Whitfield to whom my 
correspondent refers is first mentioned 
in the Journal of John Wesley of August 
15, 1781, when Wesley was in Sheffield: 
“We observed Friday the 17th as a fast 
day and concluded it with a solemn 
watchnight. Having finished my business 


in town for the present, on Sunday, the 


19th, at eight in the evening, I took 
coach with my new fellow traveller,

I give all my books, now on sale, 
and the copies of them (only sub- 
ject to a rent-charge of eighty-five 
pounds a year to the widow and chil- 
dren of my brother) to my faithful 
friends, John Horton, merchant; 
George Wolff, merchant; and Wil- 
liam Marriott, stockbroker, all of 
London, in trust for the general Fund 
of the Methodist Conference in 
carrying on the work of God by 
Itinerant Preachers; on condition 
that they permit the following Com- 
mittee, Thomas Coke, James Creigh- 
ton, Peard Dickinson, Thomas 
Rankin, George Whitfield, and the 
London Assistant for the time being, 
still to superintend the printing- 
press, and to employ Hannah Para- 
more and George Paramore, as here- 
tofore, unless four of the Committee 
judge a change to be needful.

Tenors John Lund- 
berg and Jack Coleman, and basses Ken 
Brown and Art Jaissle, along with their 
accompanist Rudy Atwood sign in here 
as our first subjects for review.

You’ll most likely be glad to know that 
in record No. 1273 they’ve come up with 
How Great Thou Art, Springs of Living 
Water, We Shall Walk Through the Val- 
ley of Peace, and eight or nine other 
favorites. These two albums are essen- 
tially alike, except for the color of the 
covers (one blue, one yellow), and the 
selection of titles. 

As fine a quartet as this admittedly is, 
I would nevertheless enjoy hearing them 
sing some of their numbers more softly, 
and with an occasional unison. Music- 
ally, the one objection I would have to 
their recordings is the “sameness” of 
sound, arrangement and inevitable drive. 
However, this doesn’t at all keep me from 
heartily enjoying their numbers. And the 
quartet’s talented accompanist, Rudy 
Atwood adds volumes to its effective- 
ness and popularity. So—give the albums 
a listening when you have a few minutes 
to spare. 


» If you were to drive down a certain 
road in Sulphur Springs, Tex., you might 
see a mailbox bearing the name, “J. T. 
Adams.” And behind this “homespun” 
setting you would find the man behind 
the name. College professor, war vet- 
eran, musician—he’s also the subject in 
this next album review, J. T. ADAMS 
... AND THE MEN OF TEXAS (Word 
3007 LP). 

Here’s an unusual voice. J. T. really 
puts himself into his songs without reser- 


vation. I think you'll enjoy the song 
herein that brought him into public 
focus, My God Is Real. I like Amazing 
Grace most. Its arrangement, including 
the drum and French horn, provides a 
very different rendition. I think the Men 
of Texas also sound good—a fine group 
indeed! 

Safely Through Another Week is also 
a favorite you'll hear in this compilation. 
It’s a rarity to find this arranged for 
solo and chorus, but after you get past 
the introduction, which seems rather de- 
tached, and more into the song proper, 
it’s quite nice. I didn’t care so much for 
the selection, “The Three Bells.” 

Concluding this group is a medley of 
familiar melodies of the cross. A won- 
derful climax, well planned and per- 
formed. Again, the French horn comes 
through with a very enjoyable comple- 
ment to these strains which we love so 
much. You'll most likely run for this 
album—especially if you’re from Texas! 


» A tall, lanky gentleman from Illinois 
once said something like this: “You can 
fool all of the people some of the time, 
but you can’t fool all of the people all of 
the time.” We’re not fooling anybody any 
of the time, however, when we state 
that these next two albums are bound to 
please most of the people that hear them 
most of the time. These two albums 
come, one from Word Records of Texas 
(WLPD-1), THE WORD IN REVIEW, 
and the other from Sacred Records of 
Los Angeles, MEET THE FAMILY (LP 
9014). They contain variety. 

In the Word album, you'll hear sixteen 
of the top instrumental and vocal solo- 
ists, along with the first musical groups 
of this company’s selection, including, 
The Bison Glee Club, Frank Boggs, New 
Jersey Oratorio Chorus, Fisk Jubilee 
Singers, Al Illick and others. All this for 
$1.98—can’t miss on that! 

The Sacred album offers the cream of 
the crop from its personnel list; such 
musicians as Bill Carle, Paul Mickelson, 
Ralph Carmichael Orchestra and Chorus, 
Earl Andersen, and others. 

These two albums furnish the very 
best in gospel music for a very reasonable 
price. I wouldn’t doubt that some of the 
other record companies will be producing 
some of the same type records in like 
manner very shortly. We'll keep you 
posted.

Q. What became of each of the twelve 
disciples after the death of Christ?— 
Mrs. D.D.G. 

A. Scripture of course tells us that 
Judas Iscariot died by suicide near Jeru- 
salem about the time of the crucifixion 
of Jesus and that James the Great was 
beheaded by Herod Agrippa at Jerusalem 
about A.D. 44. We know little as to the 
extent and the end of the labors of the 
other apostles. Tradition, however, gives 
us some clues. 

Second century tradition tells us that 
Peter went to Rome, where he became 
bishop and was crucified about A.D. 64 
in the reign of Nero. 

John, after pastoring the church at 
Ephesus for about fifteen years, was ex- 
iled in the reign of Domitian to Patmos 
| in the Aegean Sea for perhaps ten years, 
| and then about A.D. 98, under Trajan, 
was released. He returned to his pastor- 
ate for the next year or two and then 
| died a natural death at about 100 years 
| of age. An apocryphal story says that at 
| 





one time he was cast into a ca'dron of 
| boiling oil, but came through unharmed. 
Andrew is supposed to have preached 
the gospel in Asiatic countries near the 
| Black Sea, especially in Scythia, and to 
have met his death by being hanged on 
| a cross in Edessa. Philip is said to have 
| labored in upper Asia and to have been 
crucified at Heliopolis in Phrygia where 
he was buried. 

Thomas is credited with having 
preached in Parthia and India, and with 
having been put to death by being 
pierced with a spear in one of these 
countries. Bartholomew or Nathanael 
may have labored in Pontus and the ad- 
jacent parts of Armenia and have been 
martyred there. One very doubtful tra- 
dition says he worked in Ethiopia, while 
another attributes his labors to Parthia 
where he met martyrdom. 

James the Less is said to have worked 
in Egypt and to have met a martyr’s 
death. As to Simon Zealotes, traditions 
vary. One says he worked in Egypt, one 
in Persia and Babylonia, another in 
Parthia, being martyred about A.D. 74. 
Thaddaeus or Judas is said to have been 
a missionary to Persia and to have been 
crucified about A.D. 72.—Elgin S. Moyer

A. The Arminian view of salvation 
places emphasis on the freedom of man 
to receive or reject salvation, while Cal- 
vinism stresses the role of the election 
of God and the grace of God in bringing 
men to acceptance. 


Arminius denied that Adam’s sin was 
imputed to all his descendants. He be- 
lieved that while man suffered in the 
fall, he is still able in himself to turn to 
God. In his view God bestows the en- 
abling grace upon man so that, if he 
chooses, he can become the possessor of 
eternal life (John 1:12). By the same 
token, however, man can also refuse this 
offered salvation or lose it after once re- 
ceiving it. 


Calvinism holds that man can in him- 
self do nothing to approach God. Saving 
faith, it declares, is a “gift of God” 
(Eph. 2:8), and those who become re- 
cipients of it have been chosen of God 
before the foundation of the _ world. 
Salvation becomes effective in the life 
of the believer when he accepts Christ, 
and eternal life is assured him through 
the continued grace of God. 


Since the two positions are based on 
contrasting aspects of Bible truth, the 
particular view held depends upon the 
relative emphasis placed on each.— 
Lawrence E. Pearson 


Q. What advice can you give me as to 
how to bring a word of testimony into a 
lecture I am to give on a secular subject? 
Seemingly a lengthy or pointed Christian 
testimony would defeat the purpose and 
therefore not be in the Lord’s will.—

A. Look for a logical place to intro- 
duce the type of testimony you want to 
include, and then keep your testimony 
brief and to the point: Avoid getting off 
the main theme of your talk and into a 
theological discussion. 


Along with the danger of saying too 
little, you must face the danger that 
you may be drawn into saying more than 
is warranted under the circumstances. 
If anything is to be accomplished, it 
must be the doing of the Spirit of God. 
A deft touch is often more effective than 
a blow, and a quiet Christian witness 
more telling than a sermon.—R. L. Con-

The Message of the Empty ‘Tomb 


This thirty-minute program of Scrip- 
‘ure narration will best be presented by 
your junior high or young people’s de- 
partment as a fresh reminder that the 
Easter message is vital for present-day 
living. The five scenes show vividly that 
Christ “rose again the third day accord- 
ing to the Scriptures” (I Cor. 15:4). 


I. Entombment of Christ 

II. Sepulcher Sealed and Guarded 
III. Stone Rolled Away 

IV. Resurrection Discovered 

V. Resurrection Proclaimed 


(‘NETTING for the program is the garden 

with a replica of the sepulcher. This 
is made by building a simple framework 
of wood, which is covered with heavy- 
weight wrinkled craft paper and painted 
with varying shades of gray and black 
paint to simulate stone. The sepulcher is 
on the left (as you face the platform) 
and is open at the back permitting the 
angels to enter from that side. All other 
participants enter and leave from the 
right. Potted palms of various sizes

placed around the platform give the 
garden effect. (Diagram shows the plat- 
form arrangement.) 

Scene changes are indicated by title 
signs which are fastened to a rod at- 
tached to the front of the platform. This 
should be in the place best adapted to 
your situation. Signs are made from five 
feet long, six-inch wide strips of sign 
canvas on which the scene titles are 
lettered large enough to be clearly read 
by the audience. Three brass eyelets at 
the top edge of each title strip permit 
them to be hung in consecutive order 
from three hooks mounted on the rod. 

The removal of Scene I title while a 
spotlight is focused on it in the other- 
wise darkened room, reveals Scene II 
title (and so on to the last). The spot- 
light is then turned off and the platform 
lights brought up. 

All the platform lights should be 
brought up slowly to full intensity or 
reduced gradually where indicated. These 
are controlled by a resistance type dim- 
mer which is connected in series in the 
platform lighting circuit. The platform

Programs, Easter 
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lights are 150 watt projector floodlights 
of the type used in store windows and 
are obtainable at most hardware stores. 
Amber-colored cover glasses fastened 
on the lights will give the effect of warm 
sunlight. 

Increasing and decreasing the intens- 
ity of the lighting adds to the effective- 
ness of the program. In Scene III “and 
behold there was a great earthquake” 
the floodlights are increased and de- 
creased rapidly accompanied by rum- 
bling sounds produced offstage by some- 
one vigorously shaking a piece of sheet 
metal. The narrator blows into the 
microphone at this point to give the 
sound of a strong wind. 

All the costumes except the soldiers 
are made from bright-colored material 
stitched into straight slip-over gar- 
ments tied around the waist with a sash. 
Sunday school papers will give ideas for 
costuming.

Parables of the Kingdom 
Matthew 13:31-35, 44-52 
MEMORY SLECTION: The kingdom of 
heaven is like unto a merchant man, 
seeking goodly pearls: Who, when he had 
found one pearl of great price, went and 
sold all that he had, and bought it.— 

Matthew 13:45, 46 


Teaching by parable, a method often 
used by our Lord Jesus Christ, has many 
advantages. A parable is a story relating 
events in common life to teach or illus- 
trate spiritual truth. It is useful in 
stimulating interest, drawing attention, 
making truth clear, fixing truth in the 
hearer’s mind and memory, and in at- 
tracting for further instruction those 
who are interested even while elimi- 
nating those who do not respond to its 
teaching. 

Opinions differ widely on the interpre- 
tation of the parables in Matthew 13. 
The principle to bear in mind is that 
the interpretation should accord with 
other Scripture and be subject to our 
Lord’s own interpretation. 

The parable of the sower (which pre- 
cedes those studied today) is fully in- 
terpreted by our Lord Himself in Mat- 
thew 13:18-23. He did not interpret the 
other parables. He left them for His 
hearers, and for us, to carefully seek 
their meaning and gladly receive their 


| instruction. We have before us 


Il. The Mustard Seed (vv. 31, 32) 

The kingdom of God is to grow, but 
it is to be a normal growth. The mustard 
plant was never intended to grow into a 
tree in which the birds of earth should 
dwell. So Christianity was never to be 


| an ecclesiastical empire ruling in a nom- 


| inally 


Christianized world, a tree in 


| which ungodly men (the dark birds of 
| the evil one, see v. 19) should find com- 


fortable lodgment. 

Unfortunately the very thing our Lord 
warned against has taken place in what 
is called the Christian church. Those 
who love the Lord are not to be misled 
by it! 

Il. The Leaven in the Meal (v. 33) 

This teaches the same lesson. Always 


in the New Testament leaven stands for 
evil (see Matt. 22:16-21, 23, 29; I Cor. 





5:6-8; Gal. 5:9). It is any influence 
which weakens the testimony of Chris- 
tians, encourages formalism, worldliness 
or hyprocrisy. 

Who can deny that this leaven has 
pervaded the church? Let us beware of 
it! 

Ill. The Purpose of Parables (vy. 34, 
35) 

The purpose of parabolic teaching is 
to lay down spiritual truth alongside the

story of the things of ordinary life ir 
such a way as to open to us that which 
has not been otherwise revealed o1 
understood. Turning again to the para- 
bles we consider. 


IV. The Hidden Treasure (v. 44) 

Our Lord Himself declared the world 
to be the field (see Matt. 13:38). This 
world was “made for the display of the 
kingdom and the government of God.” 
It now lies in the hands of the evil one. 
But even in such a world God has a trea- 
sure, “the latent possibility . . . of the 
realization of the kingship and govern- 
ment of God” (Morgan). He “loved the 
world that he gave his only begotten 
Son” (John 3:16). 


V. The Pearl of Great Price (vv. 45, 
46) 

Obviously the sinner has nothing to sell 
by which he may purchase salvation— 
which is not for sale (Eph. 2:8). The 
things we do give up to follow Christ are 
worthless and sinful. On the other hand 
Christ gave up His all that He might 
“buy” the church. 


VI. The Net Full ef Fish (vv. 47-50) 

God’s message of redemption has a 
broad sweep and a powerful pull. And 
so into the net come many “fish” which 
are not “good.” There is a day of judg- 
ment to come at end of the age (vv. 40, 
49) which will separate them from the 
true followers of the Lord, and they shall 
be cast into God’s great “furnace of fire’ 
(v. 59). 

Now there is a final word on 


VII. The Understanding of the Para- 
bles (vv. 51, 52) 

We are to seek first the fullest possible 
measure of understanding of God’s Word. 
Then we are to go out into the world to 
bring forth truth known for generations 
but newly applied to our present age— 
“things new and old.” 


February 24 
Signs of the Times 


Matthew 16:1-12 
MEMORY SELECTION: Ye can discern 
the face of the sky; but can ye not dis- 
cern the signs of the times?—Matthew 
16:3 


Our Lord has been graciously announc- 
ing the laws of His kingdom, and show- 
ing by His miraculous acts and His words 
what God had in store for those who 
believed on Him. In our lesson for today 
we have the coming of the rulers of the 
people with a demand for a sign from 
heaven. His reply is His final break with 
them because of their unbelief. 

Our lesson presents a striking and con- 
victing condemnation of the formalism, 
materialism and worldliness which af- 
flicted them then, and which so effec- 
tively shackle the church today. In study- 
ing the history of what happened in 29 
A.D. let us not fail to stress the warning 
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to us in 1957 A.D. We find three impor- 
tant matters before us. 


I. Discerning the Signs of the Times | 
(vv. 1-4) 

In the climax and crisis of our Lord’s 
ministry in Galilee the rulers of Israel 
poured their combined hostility upon 
Him. Sects of the Jewish nation who 
had always fought bitterly with each 
other now became united in their de- 
termination to crush the Lord and His 
work. 

It is interesting and instructive to note 
the teachings of these groups, the 
Pharisees, the Sadducees and the Hero- 
lians (the latter are mentioned in the 
story of the same event in Mark 8:10- | 
22). 

The Pharisees were the formalists of | 
their day. “They reduced religion to a | 
system of ceremonies, and regarded rit- | 
ual as more important than moral law. 

“The Sadducees were rationalists and | 
materialists: They did not believe in 
resurrection, angels or spirits. They were 
like those of the present day, who as far 
as possible deny and discredit the super- 
natural in revelation and religion. 

“The Herodians represent the modern 
secularist. They cared little for religion; 
they placed their hopes in political read- 
justment, and lived for the prizes and 
pleasures of the world” (Erdman). How 
“modern” it all sounds! 

Little wonder that these men rejected 
all the miraculous works of Jesus and 
now demand “a sign from heaven.” They 
were able to see the signs of natural 
world but they were spiritually blind. 
There was actually no lack of evidence 
as to the power and deity of our Lord, 
but there was woeful lack of discern- 
ment on their part. The only sign He 
gave them was the sign of Jonah—that 
is, of His resurrection from the dead. A 
great sign indeed! Let us take care that 
we are not like them in this year of our 
Lord 1957. 

Remember also that we are not only 
to be discerning, but we are to be 








II. Bewaring of the Leaven of Evil 
(vv. 5-11) 

Jesus warned His disciples against the | 
danger of being caught in the unbelief 
of these leaders, and because He used | 
the figure of leaven to describe that in- 
fluence the disciples thought he was | 
talking about bread for their bodies. 

He reminded them of the two miracles 
of feeding the multitudes. He could have 
supplied physical food, but what He 
was concerned about was their spiritual 
food. It was not the lack of daily bread 
that concerned Him but their need to 
beware the false teaching to which they 
were exposed. 

That warning is definitely apropos to 
us now. Modernists, materialists and 
formalists are making an insidious ap- 
peal these days, especially to our young 
people. We must warn them against this 
leaven of evil cloaked in religious words 
and rituals, and we must flee from it 
ourselves. This calls for 


III. Understanding the Teaching of 
the Lord (v. 12) 
“Then understood they .’—thank 
God that they came to this blessed con- 
clusion! And let us thank Him that He 
is patient with our slow apprehension 
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and weak faith, leading us on into a 
place of understanding and belief. 
The rulers did not respond. The dis- 


ciples did. In which class do you find | 


yourself? God has signs of the times for 
us to discern and receive today. Are we 
of open heart and mind ready to under- 
stand His Word?

MEMORY SELECTION: He saith unto|

“What think ye of Christ?” This ques- 
tion asked by our Lord (Matt. 22:42) is 
the divine touchstone which tries men 
and churches, organizations and move- 
ments. 

The answer to that inquiry determines 
character, condition and destiny. As we 
note how Peter responded as God gave 
him utterance let us not fail to apply the 
truth to our own lives as well as to those 
we minister, for this is indeed 


I. A Crucial Question (vv. 13-16) 
There are questions asked in this world 


' which we need not answer unless we so 





| will admit that He was “the 





desire. But the question in our lesson is | 


one that each one of us must answer. 
Failure to answer actually is an answer 
of unbelief. 

With His crucifixion only six months 
away, our Lord in preparation for that 
event was about to make a more definite 
claim to Messiahship, thus to establish 
that truth more firmly in the minds of 
His disciples. He therefore asked them 
this all-important question about Him- 
self. 

First there was the general query, 
“Whom do men say that I am?” The 
answer (v. 14) reveals that the common 
opinion about our Lord was a very high 
one. He made an impression on the peo- 








ple of His own time—and that has been | 


true down through the ages. 
Even those who do not believe on Him 
as the Son of God and their Saviour

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I. The Extent of Forgiveness (vv. 21, 
22) 

“How long do I have to stand it?” the 
human heart is prone to ask under 
earth’s injustices, especially if it is un- | 
touched by the Spirit of God. The of- 
fences against us seem to pile up until 
they are unbearable. What to do? 

The Jews had an answer. Forgive once 
again? Yes. But the third time? No! 
Peter greatly improved on that for he 
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| was willing to forgive seven times. But 
eight? No! 

The Spirit of Jesus swept all that away 
when he said, “Seventy times seven.” 
In other words, forgiveness is to be un- 
limited, untiring, without boundaries. If 
one really forgives it is because he has a 
forgiving spirit which develops with ex- 
ercise. 

Let no one suppose that our Lord is 
overlooking offence against the law of 
the land or saying that these offences 
are to be condoned. He speaks here of 
personal forgiveness, without malice or 
thought of retaliation. This leads us to 
our second point. 








Il. The Motives of Forgiveness (vv. 

23, 24) | 
' Two motives are given. The first is | 

that we are daily in need of God’s | 
| forgiveness. Compared with our offences 

against the law of God the misdeeds of 
our fellowmen become comparatively 
| insignificant. Remember what God has 
| done for you whenever you are tempted 
to be hard and ungracious toward your 
brother. 

The second motive is the remembrance 
that a day of judgment is coming. There 
reckoning ahead, 
even as it was with the servants in 
Christ’s parable. Remembering that, you 
will find forgiveness something you can- 
not withhold. 

Forgiveness has a fine quality that 
commends it to others. Note the sorrow 
of the fellow servants (v. 31), and re- 
member that there is a social value as

Ill. The Importance of Forgiveness 
(v. 35) 

A man dealing with his fellow man is 
apt to think of that matter as being on 
a straight line between him and his 


leading up from him and his fellow man 
to form a triangle; in that triangle God 
is at the apex. 

God is no respecter of persons (nor 
should we be guilty of that awful sin!). 
He is interested in the other man as well 
as in me. This I must remember and live 
day by day. 

We need a word of caution here. Let 
none of us suppose that our redemption 





do toward our brethren. We are saved 
by faith and not by works (Eph 2:8), but 
we are saved unto good works (Eph. 2:9, 
10). 

Nor does this lesson mean that we 
are to “make a bargain” with God, trad- 
ing a bit of our forgiveness towards 
others for His forgiveness of us. God is 
not interested in such transactions. It 
does mean if we cannot or will not for- 
give we may ask if we are really Chris- 
tians—for it is Christlike to forgive.

Little 
did we know then that Ancel so soon 
after would receive his call to higher | 
service. 

Air Mail From God is a comparatively 
new mission. It was started only seven 
years ago when its founder, Nyles Huff- 
man, went into the back country of 
Mexico and lived among the people for 
a time. He was seeking the most effective 
way to reach these isolated people with 
the gospel. He found access to the ter- 
rain very difficult. It would be hard for 
missionaries to get in and out. 

When he got up in a village to tell of 
the Lord Jesus, he knew his life was con- 
stantly in danger; the people seemed to | 
be most antagonistic to white faces. | 
Being a pilot, he decided that the most | 
effective way to reach these people 
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would be by airplane—by airplane and 
the pure Word of God. 

The plan was then devised to drop 
Gospels of John in Spanish from light 
low-flying planes. Attached to each Gos 
pel was a free offer. Those who would 
like to could write in for a twenty-fow 
lesson correspondence course. 

Up to the time we joined the mission 
more than 131 thousand square mile 
had been covered by the planes, and the 
Word of God had been made available 


|} to more than five million people. 


Follow-up work has been done by na 
tive evangelists. They have personally; 
placed more than a thousand Bibles ir 
villages, securing the promise from the 
village authorities that it would be read 
publicly. About 30 per cent of the peo- 
ple can read, and those who can, share 
what they read with others. 

There is no way to estimate how many 
have read the Gospel of John and have 
accepted Jesus Christ as their Saviour 
But where once these back country peo- 
ple had absolutely no chance of know- 
ing about the Lord Jesus Christ, and 
what He did for them, they now have 
the Word in their hands. The results 
can only be judged by the letters which 
come into the office in Mexico City, ask- 
ing for the correspondence course. 

When we arrived in Mexico, we went 
into the back country to see for our- 
selves the results of the work that was 
being done. We had a blessed time living 
with the native evangelist out there in 
his home. We were amused that during 
the night, when it started to rain, the 
pigs came in and slept under our bed 
to keep dry! 

Next morning we went out to the air- 
strip, and I made the trip with Ancel 
to drop Gospels. He flew the plane and 
I dropped them. It was such a blessing 
to see the people run out and pick them 
up—many times catching the booklets 
before they could even reach the ground. 

Ancel made other trips in the follow- 
ing five weeks, and in all dropped about 
55,000 Gospels. Returning home from a 


| trip he used to come in all smiles, carry- 
' ing with him the latest letters from the 


back country. We would read them to- 
gether and were thrilled to see how the 


| Word of God dropped weeks before had 


had its effect upon the people. 

“T have read the little book,” one let- 
ter translated from the Spanish said, 
“and I am accepting all that it says. It is 
a great opportunity and helps to relieve 


| the trials of life. The booklet has brought 


happiness. I accept Christ as my 
Saviour.” 

Another letter said, “After reading and 
studying the lessons, I recognize that I 
am a sinner and believe that Christ died 
for my sins. I now accept Christ and am 
trusting Him as my only and sufficient 
Saviour. I will do all possible to be faith- 
ful to Him. Thank you for teaching me 
the way of life.” 

Ancel was so anxious for the time to 
come when we would hear from the 
Gospels that he had dropped. Those first 
letters came in the day he went to be 
with the Lord.

Luoma photo 


F you and I were to discuss the matter 

personally, probably you would say 

that it is a most commendable prac- 

tice for every Christian to have a 
daily meeting with God through the 
Word and prayer. 

And you would be right, of course. 
Except that this daily communion, this 
“quiet time” with God, is more than a 
commendable practice; it is absolutely 
vital to a life of sustained spirituality, 
effectiveness and love. It is the barom- 
eter of the Christian life. 

Let me sustain that position. Jesus 
said, “Man shall not live by bread alone, 
but by every word that proceedeth out 
of the mouth of God” (Matt. 4:4). 

Read that without the negative com- 
parison and you will see what man is to 
live on. “Man shall live by every word 
that proceedeth out of the mouth of 
God.” Literally it is: “Man shall live by 
every spoken word that comes from 
God.” 

That is not the Bible memorized, nor 
the Bible on your bookshelf or in your 
study. It is the word that God speaks 
to your soul in the quiet place of prayer 
and meditation. That is how man lives. 
You can be doctrinally correct, and yet 
be spiritually dead. The thing that main- 
tains life is the living word of God 
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which is spoken to your soul every day. 

The quiet time is vital to spiritual 
health, whether you are newly converted 
or a mature Christian (See I Pet. 2:2 
and Heb. 5:14). 

The quiet time is vital for spiritual 
cleansing. You are initially cleansed by 
the precious blood, that is true, and 
again and again you have to come back 
to the cross for restoration. But the day- 
by-day cleansing is from the laver of the 
Word (See Ps. 119:9; John 15:3; 17:17). 

The quiet time is also vital to spiritual 
counsel. You can never know the true 
principles that determine a life of holi- 
ness and righteousness without letting 
the Word of God “dwell in you richly” 
(See II Tim. 3:16 and Ps. 73:24). 

The quiet time is likewise vital in 
equipping you for spiritual conflict. The 
supreme example is our Lord Jesus 
Christ when He encountered Satan in 
the wilderness. I feel sure that for forty 
days and nights He had fed His soul on 
the book of Deuteronomy, and could 
therefore, make His sword thrusts from 
a personal experience of the written 
Word. 

Paul later exhorted the believers at 
Ephesus to “Take unto [them] the sword 
of the Spirit, which is the word of God” 
(Eph. 6:17). 
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The first hour 
of your day is by far 


the biggest... 


Important as all these things are, how- 
ever, the greatest incentive to your 
having a quiet time each day is not your 
own need, great as that is, but the fact 
that God wants to meet with you. There- 
fore, it is not merely a duty; it is a 
privilege and an honor. 

God in Christ, your Lord, has a 
trysting place with you. His heart is sad- 
dened when you fail to keep the appoint- 
ment. He longs, as He did with the 
woman of Samaria, to drink afresh of 
your love, devotion and worship (See 
John 4:23, 24). 

I would warn you that establishing 
your quiet time is never easy. As a min- 
ister, I will confess frankly that it is 
harder for me to have my quiet time 
now than it was when I was first con- 
verted. The reason for this is that what 
counts costs. 

You will find that the most vicious 
attacks of the adversary will be directed 
toward robbing you of that daily time 
with your Lord. And you will have to 
guard it fearlessly if you are to keep it. 

Whatever your sphere of service—as 
a pastor, Sunday school teacher, mis- 
sionary, or Christian in the office or 
home—I give you little hope of living 
victoriously unless you are successful in 
maintaining your quiet time. 


+ BuT now I want to turn to some prac- 
tical and specific requirements which I 
feel are necessary for the quiet time. 

First, you will need a definite place 
and time—that almost goes without say- 
ing. And don’t ever say you can’t have a 
quiet time because you haven’t a place 
or a pre-arranged time. Consider again 
the example of the Lord Jesus (See Mark 
1:35). 

Next, have a good sized Bible, one 
whose print you do not have to strain to 
read. Don’t get the habit of waking up 
in the morning, rolling over in your bed, 
and with sleepy eyes trying to read a 
Bible with small print. Don’t stay in bed

t all! Get up and wash your face, or 
iave a shower, so that you are fully 
lert. 

I love the story of a young student at 
Cambridge who wanted to be a burning 
ight for God, but couldn’t get up in the 
norning. So he rigged up a clock in such 
. way that when the alarm rang it re- 
eased from the ceiling a sponge filled 
with water which fell on his face! 

Another essential is a prayer list or 
wrayer cycle, something to keep remind- 
.ng you to stress a different request for 
rach day. My wife and I use one that 
works this way: 

Monday: ‘‘M” is for missionaries. Tues- 
day: “T” is for thanksgiving—that’s 
when we give the Lord special thanks for 
wonderful answers to prayer. Wednes- 
day: “W” is for workers. Thursday: “T” 
is for tasks—our job at the church, the 
ministry that God has given to us. 
Friday: “F” is for our families. Saturday: 
“S” is for the saints—and _ especially 
young Christians, that Christ may be 
formed in them. Sunday: “S” is for 
sinners, and in particular, the gospel 
services for which we are responsible. 

Then you should have what I call a 
quiet time notebook. I believe that the 
thoughts of every quiet time should be 
written down, even if only in brief sen- 
tence form. God gives you there some- 
thing you’ll never find in a commentary 
or anywhere else—and the thoughts are 
worth keeping. 


+ ALonc with these tangible items of 
equipment, be sure to come to your quiet 
time with a spirit of expectancy. I be- 
lieve that such expectancy has at least 
three contributing factors. 

There is first of all the physical factor. 
You cannot go to bed at all hours of the 
night and expect to get up fresh in the 
morning. Going to bed when you ought 
to takes discipline, and some of these 
social occasions that you enjoy may be 
sweet. But they are not as precious or 
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vital as your quiet time. 

There’s a moral factor, too, in this 
matter of expectancy. “If I regard 
iniquity in my heart, the Lord will not 
hear me,” (Ps. 66:18). When there’s 
something in your life which is out of 
line with the will of God, don’t expect 
to have fellowship with Him. If you have 
something against this person or that, 
leave your gift at the altar and go and 
be reconciled first. 

Then there is a spiritual factor in- 
volved in this matter of expectancy. You 
find it stated in John 7:17: “He that 
willeth to do . . Shall know of the 
doctrine”—that is, shall know the teach- 
ing. Revelation and obedience are like 
parallel lines. As you obey, so He reveals. 
When you cease to obey, He ceases to 
reveal. 

My experience is this: when I have 
tried to pray and read the Word and 
found impossible to “get through,” so to 
speak, so that the Bible has become a 
dead book to me, on examination I’ve 
discovered that there was an issue of 
obedience on which I had not followed 
through. And before proceeding with my 
quiet time, I have had to get right with 
God. 


+ WE have considered the reasons for 
the quiet time. We have considered the 
requirements for the quiet time. Now let 
me share with you several simple rules 
that I feel help me in my daily time with 
God. 

The first rule is waiting. Samuel Chad- 
wick says, “Hurry is the death of prayer.” 
You can get more from the Lord in five 
minutes spent unhurriedly than in 
thirty-five minutes with your eye on the 
clock. 

Hush yourself in His presence. Wait 
until the glory of His presence seems to 
come upon you. Seek the power of con- 
centration. Seek cleansing. Seek the 
illumination of the Spirit. Above all, seek 
to consciously come into His presence. 





What You Need 


for an 
Effective Quiet Time 


1. A definite time and place 
2. A good-sized, easily read Bible 
3. A prayer list or prayer cycle 
4. A personal notebook 


5. A spirit of expectancy 











From waiting go on to reading. Read 
the Word of God. I believe with George 
Miller that you can never pray aright 
until He has spoken to you from His 
Word. When I say reading, I mean of 
course to go to the passage sét aside for 
that particular day. God save you from 
the “lucky dip” methods. Such a prac- 
tice is an insult to the sacredness of the 
Word of God. 

Read the portion at least three times. 
Read it carefully to discover what is 
there generally. The next time, peruse it 
for what is there specially. Then study 
it for what is there personally. 

Move from reading to meditation. Look 
at the passage in the presence of God. 

Say: “Lord, as I look at this passage 
this morning, is there any command to 
obey? Is there any promise to claim? 
Is there any new thought to follow and 
pursue? Is there any sin to avoid? Is 
there any new thought about God? 
About the Lord Jesus? About the Holy 
Spirit? About the devil?” Seek to dis- 
cover what God is saying to you from the 
passage you have read. 

From meditation go on to what I call 
recording. Take that notebook that you 
keep just for your quiet time and jot 
down briefly what the Lord has said to 
you. Always make it personal. Always 
make it devotional. Put it down in such 
a devotional, personal way that it will 
be a message to your soul. 

Now pray. Praying has three aspects 
in your quiet time. First there is adjust- 
ment, Take the message the Lord has 
given ‘"you—the message recorded briefly 
in your quiet time notebook—and pray it 
back to Him. That’s one great secret of 
keeping your prayers alive and fresh. 
Pray it back until God’s will becomes 
your will in relation to the particular 
message He has spoken to you. 

Then adore Him. Pour out your soul to 
Him. Thank Him. Think of His majesty 
and glory and mercy, and revel in the 
sunshine of His presence. Talk as a child 
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Opini g Christi differ on 
this vital subject. But what really is 
important is that all men, Jew and 


Gentile, need Christ.

After prayer there are two more very 
important steps which I believe are es- 
sential to the quiet time. One is sharing. 
Share God’s message to you with some-

Most important of all, obey. Get up 
from your knees and say, “Lord Jesus, 
as I face this day, I ask Thee by the 
power of Thine indwelling Spirit to give 
me the grace to translate into action 
what Thou has told me to do this morn- 
ing.” Then go out to obey. 

God’s best for you is closely linked 
with this daily meeting with Him. The 
barometer of your Christian life can be 
observed by the attention you give to 
your quiet time every day. 

You cannot tell me that you have sur- 
rendered to God, that Jesus Christ is 
Lord of your life, or that you know the 
fulness of the Holy Spirit, unless this 
way to abide is your daily experience. 
May your prayer be: 


Help me, O Lord, Thy Word to read, 
Upon the living Bread to feed, 
Seeking Thy Spirit’s quickening lead 
That I may please Thee in all things. 
END

M\x1s is the life story of an indefatigable soul-winner, who 

missed no opportunity to witness for her Lord. The amaz- 
ing grace of God is nowhere revealed in a more telling way 
than when He takes hold of ordinary people with limited 
training and unimpressive background and makes them 
outstanding witnesses for Himself. Such a person was 
Malla Moe. Her name would not be recognized in many of 
the high places of this world, but it is well known in heaven. 
And an untold number of believers in Africa, as well as 
earnest missionary workers, bless her memory. 

Born in 1862 on a humble farm in Norway, and converted 
in 1875 in the Norwegian revival, she came to America and 
was soon given a “nudge on the shoulder” by the big hand 

Malla Moe of D. L. Moody ‘himself a similar miracle of God’s grace) 
to get into soul-winning. 

Next. she was moved by Frederick Franson, the “man with the burning heart,” 
and in 1892, after two weeks of missionary training, was off to Africa. There she 
served until her death in 1953. She was buried in her beloved mission field. In all 
that time she took only two furloughs. and her last period of service was for more 
than thirty-one years. 

Malla Moe worked hard, and when she could no longer walk the African trails, 
she moved about in a gospel-wagon. For many years this was both her home and 
missionary “headquarters.” 

The story reveals her as quite a unique person, sometimes independent to the 
point of being difficult, subject to times of discouragement, but always victorious 
over them in Christ. She did not have too much of this world’s culture and educa- 
tion, but she had a heart burning with a passion for the souls of men. 

The book is beautifully illustrated by Warner Sallman, the well-known Christian 
artist, whose “head of Christ” has been a world-wide blessing. It will transport 
you to Africa, and give you an insight into real missionary work.

He is still under the spell of 
biological evolution (pp. 5, 21, 143) and 
believes that religion itself is the result of 
in evolutionary process (pp. 31. 41-42, 88, 
144, 298-299). This leads him to repudiate 
the claims of Christianity to be a unique 
religion with an gga revelation in 
the Bible (pp. 133-134). He rejects the 
claim that any people is a chosen people 
at the expense of the Biblical assertion of 
the Jews as the people chosen by God to 
make His will known. He thinks that there 
are several roads to God (p. 253) and that 
the religion of the future will be a syn- 
cretism of Christianity and_ possibly 
Mahayanian Buddhism. This reviewer can 
only conclude that Mr. Toynbee is still the 
wistful seeker for truth and reality which 
he proclaimed himself to be in his ten- 
volume work on philosophy of history. His 
prayer for a revival of the spirit which 
brought a medieval Christian civilization 
out of the Dark Age will never be an- 
swered by the vague syncretism which he 
offers to us as the highest of the higher 
religions.

It CAN Be Done! 


yay, friends, I have been so thrilled at 

\ what I have seen in some Christian 
young people recently that I want to 
tell you about it. 

Maybe it is because we find ourselves 
so very often dealing with problems, 
lacks, needs and such things, where young 
people are concerned that we neglect to 
mention the many, many good things we 
know about and see in young people. 

But in certain situations recently— 
some that were serious and some almost 
insignificant—I have had opportunity to 
see the spiritual reactions of some fine 
young people. I doubt if many older, 
more experienced Christians could have 
had such faith. 

There’s the fellow whose girl friend 
was killed by a train (he drove the am- 
bulance that was first called to the scene 
of the accident). They were to have been 
married in just a few weeks. Of course 
he was grief-stricken, heartbroken. But 
underneath it all was a sweet but de- 
termined reliance on God as he said, 
“Looking at her that last time, I saw 
her in the presence of the Lord. God 
makes no mistakes.” 

Another situation, less serious but one 
which showed just as determined faith 
in God, involved a fellow who came for 
advice about his heavy study schedule. 
He had heard indirectly that he might 
receive financial help from a friend. 

His question was: Should he give up 
his extra work and trust God to send the 
needed money? Or should he keep on 
working, continuing to lose sleep and sac- 
rifice his study time? A big question! But 
the important thing was that he wanted 
to please God and he had absolutely no 
doubt that God could take care of the 
situation. His earnest desire for the right 
answer was a joy to see! 

Then there was the girl who felt that 
God had called her to write. She had a 
secretarial job, but the inner peace was 
not there because she felt God was 
speaking to her about writing. She was 
so burdened about it that she sought 
help—she was so afraid of not doing 
what God wanted her to do! 

A boy was upset about a bad case of 
acne—he had tried everything the doc- 
tors advised. Then he realized that this 
too was something he could take to God. 
He did just that—humbly, but in real 
faith. In less than ten days his face 
was almost completely clear! 

One more example: the fourteen-year- 
old boy who was thrown into close con- 
tact with Christians for a period of 


months, and what he saw disillusioned 
him. His reaction? “I’ve found out there 
are all kinds of Christians, and it’s best 
to keep looking to the Lord. But those 
things sure made me want to be sure 
that I don’t ever make anyone feel the 
way they made me feel!” 

Experiences like these could be multi- 
plied a hundred times over among keen 
Christian young people throughout the 
world. 

Certainly, I’m not closing my eyes to 
the fact that there are those who are 
weak, misguided and unhappy, and fail- 
ing in their Christian testimony. But we 
have so many sermons, articles and even 
textbooks geared to them (maybe too 
much so!). But today we’re talking about 
the others—the ones who, though cer- 
tainly not perfect, are living happy, 
healthy and exciting Christian lives. 

How do they do it? The answer is a 
compound one, but this will do: They are 
not afraid to take God at His word, and 
live each day as they know He expects 
them to live. 

They have found through everyday ex- 
perience that, “Since then it is by faith 
that we are justified, let us grasp the 
fact that we have peace with God 
through our Lord Jesus Christ. Through 
Him we have confidently entered into 
this new relationship of grace, and here 
we take our stand, in happy certainty of 
the glorious things He has for us in the 
future” (Rom. 5:1, Phillips translation). 

They have also proved that all things 
do “work together for good to them that 
love God,” and that it pays big dividends 
to “set your affection on things above” 
(Rom. 8:28; Col. 3:2). 

And they have found that “all things, 
whatsoever ye ask in prayer, believing, 
ye shall receive” (Matt. 21:22) means 
just what it says, and that if any man 
lack wisdom he can ask of God who will 
give liberally (Jas. 1:5). . 

These young people have discovered 
that those same promises, which many of 
you know and quote, actually do work, 
and they experience thrills in life that 
even some older Christians have never 
known. 

So, to the Christian young people who 
are courageously living successful Chris- 
tian lives we dedicate this column. 

To those who are defeated and dis- 
couraged we remind you once again— 
you can live a life that is pleasing to 
God, for it is being done very day by 
many happy young people! END

» "The Bible sent me to camp!" That's what more than 14,000 young 
people can say, thanks to Pastor N. A. Woychuk and his Bible Memory 
Association. Woychuk has been getting fellows and girls to study their 
Bibles by offering them everything from a plaque to a free week of 
camp or a reference Bible just for hiding the Word of God in their 
hearts. 





» Numbers aren't the only indication of the program's success, but in 
the 13 years since the program started, out of almost 52,000 enroll- 
ees, 28,265 completed the year's assignment. BMA has given out 16,000 
of the reference Bibles and a whopping total of 340,000 other awards, 
plus the 14,000 weeks of camp. 





» Here's how it works: The young person (the last two years have 
included adults, too) enrolls by paying a nominal fee, receives a book 
outlining the verses to be studied and memorized, learns 12 each week 
for 12 weeks plus a few extra to make a total of 150, recites them to 
a hearer, who in turn notifies BMA headquarters of the progress made. 
Headquarters sends out an award of some kind every two weeks to help 
keep up the person's interest. 





» Then comes camp! And the six camping locations are spread across 
most of the country, because the memorizers enter the contest from 
every state in the union, plus Canada and half a dozen other foreign 
countries. Woychuk gets his contestants by placing ads in Christian 
periodicals. Unique contest and camp tie-in comes as outstanding Bible 
teachers and preachers spend the week of camp teaching the same 
Scripture passages that got the campers the free week. 





» It isn't just memorizing. In addition to the study of the contest 
passages during the week at camp, each contestant's book includes 
study material, a pictorial illustration with each assignment, foot- 
notes containing pronunciation, explanations and a paraphrase of each 
verse into modern English. Each of the five study books, one for each 
year the person can enter, treats with a phase of the Christian life: 
Basis for the Christian Life, Stepping Stones in the Christian Life, 
Possessions of the Christian Life, Attainments in the Christian Life. 





» Third year for adults. Assignments for older contestants are made 
up of 15 weeks of memorizing with 7 verses itarned each week. Scores 
of adults have been saved through memorizing the Word as it is lined 
up under such headings as: The Darkness of Sin, Does Sin Affect You? 
Does Sin Pay? God's Design to Save, and Accepting Christ.

Don't Waste Those Years in Service! 


Will your years in the armed services 


— the idea of being in the 
armed forces beckons you, repels 
you, or leaves you cold, the chances 
are that if you’re a male, physical- 
ly fit, and between the ages of 18 and 26, 
you'll find yourself outfitted with a 
United States uniform anyway. 

Perhaps you won't feel quite the same 
glow of patriotism your father or older 
brother felt, serving in the wars. But 
still you may think this is really great. 
You're getting away from the restraints 
of school and home. On the other hand, 
you may feel you've been robbed of a 
topnotch way of life and forced to do 
something you didn’t want to do. 

Whatever your feeling, there you are 
set down in a new life. It’s a fine thing 
to remember that in this new life you're 
helping the United States government 
fulfill its job of protecting this country 
and preventing future wars. 

But whether the time spent adds to 
your sts«ture or turns out to be just a 
parenthesis period in your life—years 
that did not count—depends on you. 

You'll have two years (at least) when 
the better part of each day you'll be 
told what to do and you'd better do it. 
The rest of the time is yours. You can 
waste it in aimless argument, exchanging 
smutty stories, gambling and the like. 
Or you can discipline yourself to make 
the best possible use of your time, stretch- 
ing your mind and personality toward 
maturity. 


Some of America’s’ great heroes 
(George Washington, Abraham Lincoln, 
Douglas MacArthur, Dwight  Eisen- 


hower) found their place in history be- 
cause of war. Some of the greatest inno- 
vations and inventions, a new nation, 
freedom of slaves, the A-bomb, jet planes, 
are products of war. That is, they came 
from the thinking of men who served 
America, either in uniform or in vital 
work. 

You might like to set down on paper 
a goal for yourself. How about these 
three: 


1. Keep my integrity 
2. Learn to speak 
3. Learn to think 
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show a profit or loss? 


You’d better not try it alone, but en- 
list the power of the One who never fails. 
“I can do all things through Christ 
which strengtheneth me” (Phil. 4:13). 

One of the first experiences that will 
hit you right between the eyes is the 
basic difference in the make-up of the 
fellows. Actually, this shouldn’t be too 
astonishing. As one modern critic says, 
it would be the greatest mistake to sup- 
pose that a society can be made up ex- 
clusively of one type of human being 

Coming from a Christian home and 
church, you'll be not a little shocked at 
the profanity you hear. But remember, 
many of these young fellows have never 
been inside a church. To lots of them the 
only use for God’s holy name is for 
cursing. 

Another thing that may surprise you 
is how much harder it is to live as a 
Christian than it was back home. It was 
easier there to say grace at table and 
pray and go to church—everyone else did. 
Moreover, there’s not much fun in be- 
coming a target for jokes and slurs. But 
every time you make an effort toward 
consistency as a Christian you’ll become 
just that much stronger. 

You won't find many of the other 
fellows changing their ways for yours; 
so why should you change your ways to 
theirs? You won’t hear the other fellow 
standing up and affirming “I’m a sinner.” 
He just shows it by his actions. 

That doesn’t mean you have to stand 
up and preach a sermon. It means just 
acting the way a Christian should. You 
can’t laugh at the dirty jokes or smile 
at the blasphemous swearing. You can’t 
stand by and watch the gambling, or 
join the drinking parties. 

You can be honest, cheerful, kind. You 
can bow your head for grace and read 
your Testament. You may have to listen 
to some ribbing, but on the other hand 
you’ll attract to yourself any other Chris- 
tian in your group. 

You and a few other buddies may be 
the only Christians in your squad or 
company. Look for these others and form 
a group as quickly as possible. Talk to 
your chaplain. You’ll encourage him by 
offering to help. 


One young soldier sat through his first 
experience at army chapel disgusted 
with his companions’ efforts to destroy 
any spirit of worship. They were keeping 
time with their feet on the wooden floor, 
trying to confuse the pianist and change 
the time of the gospel song to a rock- 
and-roll beat. 

A few out-and-out Christians down in 
front, lustily singing the hymn (as only 
Christians can) would have done a great 
deal toward discouraging the rowdy 
element. 


+ WHEN your feet are firmly on the 
ground and you're not afraid to let oth- 
ers know you are a Christian, then it’s 
time to learn to speak. Alan H. Monroe 
in his Principles and Types of Speech 
suggests that a person should “develop 
the ability to present his ideas in a tact- 
ful and persuasive manner and to do so 
at the strategic time.” 

In this direction news magazines and 
a metropolitan newspaper can help. You 
might keep an eye on politics in your 
own state. Many young GI’s returning 
from the service have thrown their 
weight into helping improve civic affairs 
in their own town. 

You can search out the lonely fellows 
—the homesick ones—and speak to them. 
Maybe you're a bit homesick yourself and 
need to be searched out. Quickest way to 
pull yourself out of the dumps is to look 
for a guy lonelier than you are and 
talk to him. 

You’ve heard what an egotist is: “A 
person of low taste, more interested in 
himself than he is in me.” Look up an 
egotist or two and listen for a while! 

Under learning to speak comes learn- 
ing to write. Your letters take the place 
of person-to-person speech with the 
folks back home. Don’t just set a few 
jerky sentences down on paper. Put 
yourself into your letters. 

Describe some part of your new life. 
Give your opinion on a current topic and 
ask for an exchange of ideas. Answer 
any questions asked you and don’t fail 
to answer promptly every letter you re- 
ceive. Béfore you know it you'll be getting 
the lion’s share of the mail. 
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Most of the day you'll be told what to 


+ AFTER you’re sure of yourself and 
you’ve learned to speak up, dig into the 
thinking angle. The quality that makes 
men different from animals is the ability 
to reason. Dr. Bob Smith of Bethel Col- 
lege, St. Paul, Minn., said one time in 
class, “One of the chief demands made 
on man in life is to think.” 

Your spare time is yours to do with as 
you choose in the Armed Forces. But 
even at odd times, when you’re waiting 
in line or performing routine, mechan- 
ical duties, you’ll have long periods when 
your reasoning powers can be either 
loafing or working. Just as any muscular 
part of the body deteriorates without use, 
so does the mind. Put it to work. 

The first problem you cught to tackle 
is your relationship to God. Is it what it 
should be? For example, have you ac- 
tually experienced salvation? Or do you 
call yourself a Christian because you 
grew up in a Christian home and joined 
the church? 

You don’t have much choice about 
whether you’re in the service or not, but 
nobody’s going to force you into the 
Christian life, or keep you out if you 
really want in. The choice is yours. 

If you know that you are saved, how

about your future plans? Are they ac- 
cording to God’s will? 

Maybe you're struggling with a prob- 
lem that’s too big for you. Think about 
it. Turn it over and look at the other 
side. Pray about it. You might try writ- 
ing your pastor or Sunday school teacher 
concerning it. 

One sailor who was trying to decide on 
his life’s work wrote his pastor for sug- 
gestions. The pastor replied at once with 
an earnest, counseling letter. Knowing 
the boy’s qualifications he sent him bul- 
letins from the state university and sug- 
gested correspondence courses he might 
take. He also sent him literature from 
a well-known Bible school. 

As a result, the sailor took an intro- 
ductory Bible course by correspondence 
while still in service, and afterwards, 
when he came to complete his education 
at the university, found that his convic- 
tions were greatly strengthened. 

Another young serviceman kept a New 
Testament with him at all times, as well 
as a paper bound book, suit&ble for 
quick reading. Any time during the daily 
routine that he found himself standing 
around waiting he would take out the 
Testament and set his mind to memoriz- 





ing a Bible text and where it is found. 

Or, sometimes, he would read a page 
or two of his book. Good books, both the 
old classics and contemporaries, are now 
put out in the most inexpensive copies, 
paper-bound. 

So you see, it’s up to you whether you 
regard your time in service as a paren- 
thesis of lost years, something you've 
been defrauded of, to be gotten over with 
as quickly as possible, a sort of tearing 
sheets off the calendar and throwing 
them away. Or whether you cram every 
moment with preserving your integrity, 
learning to speak, learning to think. 

Whether your service time goes by in 
inches or with long, swift gallops depends 
on only one person—you. END

love or when it is the “real” thing? Can he depend on the 
old saying: “When she comes along you’ll know it!”? 
Or, are there some practical questions he can ask himself? 

A head of a prominent southern college wrote an article de- 
scribing a comprehensive survey made from many years of 
intimate counseling with students. Out of a wealth of experi- 
ence the author compiled a list of ten sure tests to determine 
when one is truly in love. Want to try them? 

1. Do you think of this person a great deal? 

Is he (she) constantly on your mind? Do most of your wak- 
ing thoughts take him (her) in? True love is an all-embracing 
thing. When it’s genuine, it is so constant it hurts. Its field is 
not only the mind, but the heart as well. The image of the 
beloved one fills the whole horizon. 

If, on the other hand, the reverse is true, if you can go for 
hours or even days and not think of him (her), if other friends 
are just as much at home in your thoughts, or if you only think 
of him (her) when there’s some special reason, then chances 
are your interest is only general, after all. 

2. Do you long to be with him (her)? 

Does his (her) presence mean more to you than any other 
person? Would you rather be in his (her) company than with 
anyone else you know? 

Where you go does not matter. It could be to church or for 
a drive or for a walk in the woods or just a quiet place where 
you can sit and talk. It makes no difference. 

When you awake in the morning, you will find your heart 
beginning to plan when you'll see him (her) again. As you 
go through the day there is an unconscious time clock count- 
ing the hours and minutes until you can again be in his (her) 
presence. 

3. Do you have complete faith in him (her)? 

You'll have to be honest here. Love that is genuine is built 
on high ground. There must be sure foundations of unselfish- 
ness, confidence, respect and honor if love is to last. You don’t 
find enduring love erected on the low quicksands of lack of 
confidence. 

Of course he (she) is not perfect, nor can he (she) be, but 
do you find him (her) to be fair in judgment? Is he (she) 
strong and unswerving when there’s a principle at stake? 

In other words, do you find your faith in him (her) so strong 
and sure that you’d be willing to trust your life’s direction to 
him (her)? Don’t answer this too hastily; this is an important 
decision. But if your answer is yes, it is strong evidence that 
the love you have is “all wool and a yard wide.” 

4. Do you find yourself actually wanting to do the things that 
he (she) likes to do? 

Would you plan, for instance, to take a class in music ap- 
preciation simply because he (she) likes music? Would you 
buy a tennis racket and learn to play the game if he (she) 
enjoys it? In other words, is your world of interests uncon- 
sciously enlarging to include those things in which you know 
he (she) delights?

Quite often the doing of these new things might cut across 
established habit patterns in your own life, and if it were any 
other force than love a real conflict would ensue. 

5. Do you have a new concern about your appearance and are 
you much more carefui about acting your best? 

Some girls, for example, will spend hours in getting ready 
for almost every occasion. On the other hand, some fellows 
who have been notoriously careless in matters of dress and 
cleanliness, make a complete right-about-face. Slouchiness 
disappears and a masculine tidiness begins to be seen. These 
changes cannot be explained. They are all part of God’s inter- 
working of that mysterious force called love. 

6. Do you feel real liberty in discussing things with him (her)? 

Is there no hesitancy on your part to talk over personal mat- 
ters with him (her)? Do you have a sincere desire to know 
his (her) opinion? Or, do you feel a certain reticence when 
you are in his (her) presence? Are there some realms of think- 
ing you would never think of touching upon? Would you hesi- 
tate to discuss your inner hopes and ambitions for the future? 
7. Do you have a real desire to please his (her) father and 

mother? 

You may not be pleasing them, to be sure, but is that desire 
in your heart? Sometimes one is so very much interested in the 
other party that there is little contact with the family. Regret- 
ably, many love affairs are carried on entirely on this basis. 
But this is selfishness. And selfishness is never a character- 
istic of real love. 

8. Do you want to give him (her) gifts? 

You cannot separate loving from giving. They naturally go 
together, for one produces the other. Love is something which 
must give or it cannot live. The gift need not be diamonds or 
pearls. In fact, sometimes the choicest gifts have little or no 
monetary value. But that’s a real test. 

9. Do your present plans find their center in him? 

When you’re in love you don’t do things by yourself—you 
don’t want to. The big question in your heart is, where is he 
going, or what is she going to do? You find yourself saying less 
and less “I” and more and more “we.” 

10. Is your future filled with him? 

Do you find yourself imagining walking down that church 
aisle and into the arms of this certain person? Or waiting with 
adoring eyes for the only one in all the world to walk down the 
aisle right into your life? Can you look still further into the 
dim future and see the little vine-covered cottage? Is this the 
horizon of your future? If so, you could be in love! 

Now, if you will grade yourself ten points for each honest 
“yes” and perhaps five for each partial assent, you will arrive 
at a possible answer. A “no,” of course, would be zero. If your 
grade score is 75 or more there’s real hope. Under 75 would be 
doubtful indeed. 

If you can grade a perfect score—well, that would be some- 
thing, wouldn’t it? In that case, my advice would be, you’d 
better start planning on wedding bells. And especially if he or 
she grades high, too!

Miracle Drugs 


ONE Of us likes a “shot.” 

chances of getting one in the treat- 

ment of disease is many times that of 
a few years ago—all because of the so- 
alled “miracle” drugs. 

Fifteen years ago scarlet fever was a 
iread disease, pneumonia was frequently 
fatal, tuberculosis was prevalent, men- 
ingitis carried a high mortality. Thanks 
to the new wonder drugs, all these dis- 
eases have had a death blow dealt to 
them. 

Perhaps the earliest of the drugs to be 


liscovered were the sulfa drugs. Sulfanil- | 


umide, sulfadiazene, sulfamerazine, and 
a host of others all have a specific action 
in fighting disease. Streptococci, the bac- 
teria causing scarlet fever, rheumatic 
fever, nephritis and many other diseases 
have been successfully treated with the 
sulfas. 

With the use of these new drugs, how- 
ever, complications began to occur, the 
most severe of which was the formation 
of crystals in the kidneys. By reducing 
the dose of the drug and combining sev- 
eral sulfas into one tablet this complica- 
tion has been overcome, so that now a 
triple-sulfa preparation is perhaps the 
most used of all the sulfa drugs. 

In 1943, after much experimentation, 
a fungus 
growth of various bacteria was placed on 
the market in the form of penicillin. 
This drug alone has saved the lives of 
thousands and affected the lives of mil- 
lions. 

The diseases most successfully con- 
trolled by penicillin are pneumonia, 
scarlet fever, otitis media (infection of 
the middle ear), meningitis and many 
others. 


With the continued use of penicillin | 


certain bacteria became resistant to the 
effects of the drug. A search then started 
for drugs to hit the resistant bacteria. 
The result was that now we have at our 
command the use of a number of so- 
called “broad-spectrum” drugs, which 


simply means that these drugs have an 


action against many different bacteria. 

Up to the present time the drugs just 
mentioned could only prevent the growth 
of bacteria. Recently a drug has been 
developed called ristocetin which has the 
property of actually destroying bacteria. 
Furthermore, this drug seems to be ef- 
fective against those bacteria that are 
resistant to all other antibiotics in use 
at the present time. 

New chapters in the field of antibi- 
ctics are being written every day. Let us 
thank the Lord for the means He has 
given us to combat these dread diseases 
and keep our minds and bodies fit for 
His use.—_THE DOCTOR
